Officer  Prisoner  Astonished  That  Division  Tak- 
ing Part  at  Vimy  Should  Now  Be  in  Fighting 
Trim — British  Succeed  at  Other  Points 
Apainst  Fierce  Resistance

only   a  few   hours  before   the   assaults, 
— ha*   iBTfely    sousrht    shelter   from 
fearful  abell  Are  to  which  he  was  sub- 
Jected  by  goin^  Into  deep  dusouts  and 
the  cellars  of  houses.    Our  Infantry,  foU 
lewlns    cloaely      beiynd      the    bursting 
■hells  of  our   barrage  Are,   reached   the 
enemy's  dugouts  before  he  could  emerge. 
■mnmider  or  M* 
For    the    occupants    of      the    dugouts 
that  meant  either  surrender  at  unce  or 
a  horrible  death  by  bombing.     Home  of 
the   Oermans   holding  a   trench   to   the 
north   of  Fresnoy   did   emerge,   and   be- 
gan to  light.     They  speedily  discovered 
that  the  Canadians,   after  passing  over 
the  wire  and  trench  system,  had  posted 
tamn  between  tile  front  line  trench  and 
the    enemy's    supports,    cuttjing    oft    the 
Oermana    in    the     front    line    from    all 
chance   of  securing   help   through   rein- 
forcements.    The  men  thus  cut  off  were 
from  the  Rhenish  provinces  of  Prussia. 
Practically  an  entire  company  of  them 
surrendered     In     these     circumstances, 
through    their    oRlcers.     But    while    the 
greater    part      of      the    prlsonera    were 
takea    In    thia    way    others    surrendered 
only   when  they  could   no  longer  carry 
a   rifle  or  operate     a  .machine  gun.     A 
captured    enemy   offlcer  said    there   was 
not  time  to^brlngr  the  machine  guns  of 
hia  company  Into  action  before  the  men 
were  overwhelmed. 

What  Vimy  Rldfre  and  Arleux  began 
Fresnoy  has  completed.  The  Oermans 
have  been  taught  tjbat  It  Ipi  a  very  dan- 
gerous thing  to  despise  men  who  go  at 
winning  a  battle  as  If  It  were  their 
"job."

British  creeping  barrage  Hre,  which 
swept  like  a  great  trellis  work  of  ex- 
ploding nhells  In  front  of  the  attacking 
troops,  was  met  by  a  furious  defensive 
curtain  of  fire,  and  for  half  an  hour 
or  more  the  artillery  display  wa«  one 
of  the  moui  wonderful  aeen  during  the 
war.

the    north    end    of    the    Wnethe^- 
Canadian     troops,     who      occupied    Ar- 
leux several   days  ago,  pushed   forward 
and   took  Fresnoy. 

Arleux  and  Frennoy  had  been  swath- 
ed about  with  great  defensive  works 
and    numberless    loops    of    barbed    wire. 

The  Fresnoy  garrison  fought  with 
Kreat  bitterness,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  Canadians  had  virtually  surround- 
ed the  village  that  the  survivors,  cut 
•ff,  surrendered.  The  number  of  .pris- 
oners taken  here  was  200  men  and 
seven  officers.  One  of  the  officers 
spoke  excellent  English,  and  as  a  Can- 
adian offlcer  was  conducting  him  to 
the  rear  he  asked  to  see  the  iwsltlons 
from  which  the  Oermans  were  driven 
during  the  storming  of  Vimy  Ridge  on 
April  9.  He  marveled  at  the  situation, 
and  aaked  what  Canadian  division 
took  the  particular  position  he  savr. 
When  told  It  was  the  same  division 
which  captured  him  at  FYesnoy  to- 
day, ^he  laughed  and  said  he  could  not 
believe  that  any  divisions  In  the  Vimy 
flght  would,  be  able  to  go  on  now.  He 
shopk  his  head  Incredulously  when  told 
that  all  the  divisions  were  atlU  at 
•their  battle   strength. 

Baamjr  Varale  Mew  Setter; 
This  same  officer  asserted  that  the 
morale  of  the  troops  opposite  the 
British  front  was  better  than  at  the 
battle  of  the  Somme.  He  nald  the 
German  soldiers  now  ffee  their  air- 
planes about.

Second  South  American  Coun- 
try to  Break  Off  Relations 
With  Germany— Berlin  Cir- 
cles Much  Annoyed, 


Press) — After  four  days  of  calm,  flght. 
Ing  on  a  largo  scale  was  resumed  along 
a  wide  front  today,  and  more  important 
strategic  points  fell  Into  British  handa. 
Including  the  village  of  Fresnoy,  aey- 
eral  mSes  north  of  the  Scarpa  River, 
and  tta*  ground  about  Cherlsy,  e^jpe  dis- 
tance south  of  .that  somewhat  Inslgnlfl- 
oan  stream. 

Between  Fontaine-les-Croisllles  and 
fiullecourt  about  six  hundred  yards 
more  of  the  original  HIndenburg  line, 
wMch  ran  from  Queant  In  a  northwest- 
erly direction  toward  Arras,  was  pene- 
trated and  rolled  up.  This  flghting  was 
close  to  the  Queant-Hindenburg  Ilne'a 
new  emergency  trench  syatem,  extend- 
ing north  from  there  to  Drocourt.  Work 
on  thIa  new  ayatem  Is  proceedii^  with 
feverish  haste,  according  to  prisoners, 
and  the  stubborn  resistance  that  the 
Oermana  now  are  offering  Is  to  prevent 
the  neoeaslty  of  their  occupying  the  new 
line  before  it  Is  ready  for  prolonged 
defenslT*  action.  ..  ^ 


'Today's  range  of  operations  covered 
Virtually  eighteen  miles,  although  the 
presaure  was  not  exerted  over  thlk  en- 
tire fr«nt.  There  was  artillery  activity 
at  all  point's,  however,  and  the  stronger 
German  positions  were  fairly  deluged 
with  shells. 

The  fighting  began  Just  before  dawn, 
and  continued  throughout .  a  day  dt 
Klorloua  aiinshine.  The  fields  back  of 
the  battlefront  were  yellow  with  cow- 
allpa  and  dandelions:  birds  were  sing- 
ing Joyously  full-throated  molodies.  A 
warnl.  east  wind  stirred  up  great  clouda 
of  dost,  and  the  men  were  whlf*  with 
fine  chalk  powder,  blown  from  the  roads. 

Aa  the  marching  columns  reached  the 
battle  sone  all  was  changed.  The  trees 
became  only  gaunt,  black  skeletons;  the 
once  fair  fleld  had  been  pitted  and  soar- 
red  and  withered  In  the  shell  fire  until 
the  earth  Ifaelf  was  killed  by  the 
poisonous  blasts,  and  no  living '  thing 
could  grow  thereon  even,  under  this 
first  warm  Impulse  of  the  new  seaeon. 
the  only  melodies  were  deep- throated 
roars  of  cannon,  the  whine  of  shells  and 
the  whittle  of  bulleta 

ITnder  the  soft  light  of  a  May  moon, 
the  British  guns  roared  the  artillery 
preparation  at  Intervals  during  the 
night,  but  It  was  not  until  the  lunar 
rays  had  dieappeared  behind  the  west- 
ern bortxon  that  the  real  bombardment 
began.  In  Its  Intensified  form  it  was 
of  short  duration.  Then  the  guns  set- 
tled Into  barrage  work  as  tha  troops 
Htole  out  from  their  forward  trenches 
or  shallow  abetters  hastily  dug  in  the 
(round  during  the  more  recent  advances. 

It  waa  atlll  half  an  hour  before  dawn, 
nnd  the  morning  mists  gave  a  deeper 
density  to  the  darkaesa 


the    Germans    believe    their      artillery 
equal  to  any. 

Oddly  enough,  German  shells  began 
to  pitch  about  the"  prisoners'  collect- 
ing'stations  with  the  deafening  reports 
so  characteristic  of  British  high  ex- 
plosives, and  the  Germans  had  to  be 
moved  to  a  safer  place. 

The  prisoners  taken  at  Fresnoy  were 
all  Prussians.  Two  fresh  regiments 
had  come  Into  the  Fresnoy  trenches 
last  night  for  a  great  counter-attack 
on  Arleux  this  morning.  Needless  to ' 
say,  their  plans  were  a  bit  upset  by 
the    British   attack. 

Bast  of  Chiemappe 

Good  progress  was  made  east  of 
Guemappe  along  the  Arras-Cambral 
road,  and  British  troops,  pushing 
through  Cherlsy,  south  of  that  road, 
swept  several  hundred  yards  beyond 
their  flrst  objective.  There  was  heavy 
flghting  about  vFV>nUlne-le«-Crol8«IUs 
and  BuUeoourt.  In  which  the  Austra- 
lians took  part. 

There  was  also  more  flghting  about 
Oppy.  to  which  the  Oermans  are  still 
clinging. 

The  wood  west  of  this  village  Is 
very  dense  and  is  fairly  bristling  wUfi 
machine  guns,  some  of  which  have  been 
mounted  in  the  trees.  This  wood  Is 
one  continuous  tangle  of  bar1>ed  wire 
stretched  from  tree  to  tree.  The  Ger- 
mans are  holding  desperately  to  two 
woods  east  of  Monrhy-le-Preux.  known 
as  the  Bols  du  Sart  and  Bole  du  Vert, 
and  have  connected  the  two  with  elab- 
orate trenches. 

Heavy  counter-attacks  were  attempt- 
ed time  and  time  again  durtng  the  day, 
and  from  every  section  of  the  battle 
front  come  echoes  of  the  never-ceasing 
artillery   duel. 


LONDON.  May  3.— The  Chilean  Min- 
ister to  Germany  has  demanded  his 
passports,  according  to  a  Central  Newn 
dispatch    from   Amsterdam.^ 

The  dispatch  says:  "X  message  re- 
ceived' from  Berlin  says  the  Chilean 
minister  to  Germany  has  demanded  his 
passports  and  a  rupture  of  relations 
between  Chile  and  Germany  has  oc- 
curred. The  news  caused  the  greatest 
annoyance  in  political  .circles,  where 
efforts  were  being  made  to  avoid  a 
break  with  both  Chile  and  Argentina  in 
South  America. 

"Instructions  have  been  given  for 
Chilean  cititiBifs  to  be  treated  as  enemy 
citlrens.  The  dispatch  adds  that  it  Is 
feared  that  it  will  be  Impossible  In  the 
present  circumstances  for  the  Chilean 
legation  to  leave  Germany." 

■•ads  Stiff  Vote  to  Berlin 

WASHINGTON,  May  3.— On  Instruc 
tlons  from  his  Government.  Ambassador 
Aldunate,  of  Chile,  submitted  to  the 
State  Departjment  today  an  emphatic  de. 
nial  of  a  repbri  from  Buenos  Ayres  that 
a  secret  alliance  exists  between  Chile 
and  Germany,  accompanying  the  state- 
ment with  a  copy  of  Foreign  Minister 
Hu^drobro's  note  warning  Germany  that 
Chile  could  not  submit  to  the  submarine 
campaign   restrlctlona 

Neither  the  Amnaasador  nor  the  de- 
partment had  advices  to  conflrm  cable 
reports  that  the  Chilean  minister  at 
Berlin  had  demanded  his  passports. 

Foreign  Minister  Huidrobro's  note  to 
the   German   Government   said: 

"Such  measures,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Chilean  Government,  mean  a  restriction 
of  the  right  of  neutrals  which  this 
country  cannot  submit  to,  because  it 
would  be  contrary  to  ancient  principles 
consecrated  to  the  welfare  of  foreign 
countries  not  parties  to  'the  armed  con- 
flict. The  acceptance  on  the  part  of 
Chile  of  the  measures  taken  by  Ger- 
many would  separate  her  also  from  that 
line  of  strict  neutrality  which  she  has 
followed  during  the  present  conflict 

"Chile  in  consequence  reserves  to  her- 
self the  liberty  of  action  to  claim  re- 
spect for  all  her  rights  at  the  moment 
In  which  may  be  committed  any  act  of 
hostility  against  her  ships." 

Arvantlaa  Appsaasd 
BUENOe  ATRSS.  May  8.— The  news- 
papers, commenting  on  the  German 
note  expressing  regret  for  the  sinking 
of  the  Argentine  ship  Monte  Protegldo 
and  the  promise  to  make  reparation,  de- 
scribe the  solution  of  the  trouble  as  a 
triumph  for  the  'Argentine  Government 
Public  opinion  generally  appears  to 
be  satisfied  with  the  amends  offered  by 
Germany. 


LONDO.V.  Md^  3. — The  Imperial  war 
conference  which  has  been  in  session 
for  several  weeks  and  has  been  at- 
tended by  eminent  representatives  from 
all  parts  of  the  Empire  except  Ai^s- 
tralla.  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  labors 
{.after  considering  questions  covering  a 
:  wide  fleld  and  adopting  resolutions  on 
t   matters   of   far-reaching    importance. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  Mr.  Walter  Hume  Long,  in  a 
stat#nient  today  said  that  some  mat- 
ters dealt  w^ith  are  of  a  confldential-i 
character,  and  it  probably  will  not  be  { 
possible  to  publish  the  resolutions  or 
debates  until  the  end  of  the  war.  Tlow- 
ever,  he  quotes  a  number  of  important 
resolutions,  among  which  is  one  ap- 
proving Imperial  preference  In  the  mat- 
ter of   trade.

Among  the  resolutions  adopted  are 
the    following: 

First  that  the  Admiralty  be  request- 
ed to  work  out  immediately  after  the 
concluslqn  of  the  war  what  it  con- 
siders th%  most  effective  scheme  of 
na^-al  defegce  for  the  Empire  for  the 
consideration  of  the  several  Govern- 
ments summoned  to  this  conference, 
with  such  recommendations  as  the  Ad- 
mialty  considers  necessary  in  that  re- 
spect for  the  Bimpire's  future  security. 

Second,  that  the  Imperial  was  con- 
ference desires  to  place  on  record  Its 
view  that  the  resolution  of  the  Im- 
perial co'Kterence  of  April  20,  1907, 
should  be  modlfled  to  permit  India  to 
be  fully  represented  in  all  future  Im- 
perial   conferences.

WINDSOR.  Kngland,  May  8.— The  re- 
presentatives of  the  Dominions  and 
India  at  the  Imperial  eonferenoe,  which 
has  Just  ended  its  sessions  today,  pre- 
sented an  address  to  King  George. 
After  referring  to  the  conference,  the 
address    says: 

'."We  further  considered  the'  steps 
that  may  be  required  to  insure  that 
victory  may  not  be  lost  by  unpra- 
paredness  in  times  of  peace,  and  so  to 
develop  the  resources  of  tha  Bmplre 
that  it  may '  not  be  possible  hereafter 
for  an  unscrupulous  enemy  to  repeat 
his  outrages  on  liberty  and  civilisa- 
tion. We  shall  return  to  our  homes 
inspired  by  the  magnificent  efforts  put

BERNE,  SwiUerland,  May  S.— As 
indicative,  on  the  one  hand,  that  a 
revolutionary  party  exists  in  Germany 
that  would  like  to  emulate  the  Russian 
tactics,  and  on  the  other  hand,  that  at 
present  it  is  not  making  great  headway. 
The  Berne  Tagwacht  reproduces  a  cir- 
cular which  was  secretly  distributed 
among  millions  of  German  laborers 
prior  to  May  1,  denouncing  Field  Mar- 
shal von  Mindenburg's  appeal  to  them 
not  to  strike,  as  "the  lying  message  of 
the  idol  of  the  Imperialists." 

Tha  circular,  says  the  newspaper, 
which  was  naturally  suppressed  by  the 
authorities,  la  couched  throughout  in 
violent  language.  It  declares  that  the 
promisee  to  increase  the  meat  and  po- 
tato rations  to  offset  the  reduction  in 
the  quantity  of  bread  Issued,  are  only 
empty  mouthlllgs.  since  there  are  not 
sufficient  cattle  in  Germany,  and  ex- 
tra potatoes  can  be  given  anly  by  draw- 
ing  upon  the  seed  crop,  which  in  turn 
spells  famine  bast  Wlatar. 

The  only  aoltition  of  the  labor  prob- 
lem, the  circular  eontlnuea,  "is  inniia- 
llata>  peace  not  the  peace  dewlrad  by 
the  Oovemment.  whicli  Is  guided  only 
by  tha  Interests  of  militarism,  imparial- 
Ism,  Junkera,  and  eapitalista."

The  enemy  again  em-ployed  large  re- 
serves and  delivered  repeated  counter- 
attacke  practically  along  the  whole 
battTe '  frbrtl. 

"These  hostile  forces  suffered  severe- 
ly from  our  concentrated  artillery  and 
ipachlne  gun  fire. 

"In  the  face  of  obstinate  resistance, 
our  troopd  this  moritlng  penetrated  a 
section  of  the  Hindenburg  line  west  of 
Queant,  and  have  maintained  themselves 
there  all  day  against  constant  and-pow- 
crful  attacks. 

"Further  progress  also  was  made  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Cherlsy.  along  the 
Arras-Cambral  road  and  on  the  bank  of 
the  Scarpe.  where  the  positions,  which 
changed  hands  frequently,  now  are  In 
our   possession. 

"On  the  left  of  tha  battlefront,  m-e 
captured  the  village  of  Freanoy  and  the 
enemy's  positions  aouth  and  north  ot 
Fresnoy,  on  a  front  of  two  miles.  We 
alao  gained  a  footing  In  the  enemy's 
tronch  system   north  of  Oppy. 

"Progress  was  made  at  other  points, 
and   the   fighting  continues.

"In  addition  to  tha  enemy's  savere 
losses  In  killed  and-  wounded,  wa  cap- 
tured several  bundrcda  ot  Oerman  pris- 
oners.

"There  Is  apparently  soma  mlsunder- 
sUndlng  as  to  the  responsibility  of  tba 
Dominion  and'  tha  Provlnoea  to  provlda 
fbr  returned  soldiers.  This  confusion 
partlcuUrly  has  arisen  In  regain  to 
provision  for  employment  of  returned 
soldiers. 

"On  October  IS,  1910,  «  oonferene* 
was  held  at  Ottawa  between  the  Fed- 
eral authorities,  MlliUry  Hospital  Com, 
mission  and  the  Governments  of  tha 
Provinces,  on  the  initiative  of  sir  Rob« 
ert  Borden.  This  conference  decided  to 
divide  and  define  the  work  of  carlntf 
for  the  returned  aoldlers  in  order  that 
there  would  be  oo-opcratlon  so  as  to 
prevent  overlapping.  ^ 

"This  conference  particularly  assigned 
to  the  Provinces  the  work  of  providlnfl 
employment  for  soldiers.  The  offleial 
memorandum  Issued  at  tba  time  and 
**■*•*   to  by  all   present.  sUtad: 

"Each  of  the  Provinces  of  Catwda, 
working  through  its  eentral  comaMttes^ 
should  assuma  tha  rasponslbllUy  of  en« 
deavorlng  to  find  amploymsat  for  dis- 
charged soldtara  who.  upon  their  raturit 
to  Canada,  ara  physically  and  otherwiso 
fit  to  aasuraa  auch  employment.  Alt 
expenditures  necessary  on  undartakln« 
tha  duty  should  be  boma  by  ths  Prov- 
inces. 

"The  Dominion  Government,  on  tho 
other  hand,  assumed  tha  responsibility} 
of  caring  and  providing  for  soldiers  In- 
capaciutad  for  employment,  or  who  re- 
quire spacUI  training  or  trestmeht  be- 
fore undertaking  employment.

The  commlaalon  of  Inquiry  was  au- 
thorised to  Inquire  Into  the  general 
problem  of  transportation  In  Canada, 
Including  the  status  of  the  three  trans, 
continental  railways.  Sir  Henry  Dray- 
ton and  W.  A.  Aeworth,  of  London,  In 
a  majority  report  of  ninety  printed 
pases  recommended  that  a,l\  the  Can- 
adian railways  apart  from  the  C.P-R. 
be  mersed  Into  one  system  and  placed 
under  control  of  five  trustees  appoint- 
ed  by    Parliament. 

llalosty  aM  KtBMrtty  asvorto 

A.  H.  'Smith,  president  of  the  New 
Tork  Central,  in  a  minority  report, 
dissents  from  the  flndlnss  of  the  other 
mcmbera  of  the  commission  and  re- 
commenda  a  continuance  of  Govern- 
ment aid  to  the  necessities  of  the  rall- 
roada  of  the  Dominion  until  they  be- 
come self-supportlnff.  He  expressed 
the  belief  that  this  time  will  not  be  far 
distant. 

Sir  Henry  Drayton  has  closely  sum- 
marized the  flndinra  of  the  commis- 
sioners for  the  benefit  of  the  press  of 
the  Dominion.  His  summaries  as 
«lven  out  with  the  full  report  are  as 
followa: 

The  report  of  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion to  Inquire  into  railways  and 
transportation  has  been  made.  This 
report  Is  a  majority  report  sisned  by 
Sir  Henry  Drayton  and  W.  M.  Aeworth, 
who  was  appointed  by  the  Govern-

•—(By  Philip  Gibbs.) — There  have  been 
no  great  infantry  attacks  along  the 
British  front  today — none  of  any  kind, 
so  far  as  I  know.

The  report  recommends  that  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway,  the  Grand 
Trunk  Paclflc,  the  Canadian  Northern, 
the  Intercolonial,  including  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  railway  and  the  Trans- 
continental Railway,  be  merged  Into 
one  ayatem  owned  t>y  the  public  and 
operated  by  a  company  to  be  formed, 
the  ionly  beneficiary  stockholders  in 
which  will  be  the  people  of  Cjinada. 

The  report  gives  details  of  Gov- 
ernment aid  to  the  different  Canadian 
systems,  and  the  country's  Investment 
on  railway  account.  Including  In  It  not 
only  the  National  Transcontinental 
and  Intercolonial  Railways,  but  alao 
the  different  forms  of  aid  given  by 
the  country  to  the  chief  railway  cor- 
porations. Is  placed  at  the  great  sum 
of  |»<8,451,737. 

The  commissioners  find  that  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Is  liable  as 
guarantor"  of  outstanding  debentures 
and  bonds  Issued  and  loans  made  to 
the  Grand  Trunk  Paclflo  system  to  the 
extent  of  |»7,801,2BS,  and  that  the 
Grand  Trunk  has  advanced  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Company  and  Its  sub- 
sidiaries $2«,17»,72t.  making  a  total 
commitment  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Com- 
pany  of   |128.280,M0. 

The  present  annual  liability  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  in  connection  with  tha 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Is  placed  at  over 
five  millions.  Increasing  after  June, 
1928,  when  the  Government's  obliga- 
tion to  pay  Interest  ceases,  to  over 
seven  million  dolalrs. 

Ow  T.  F.  Mook  Yalaslssa 
Tha  commissioners  consider  at 
length  the  request  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Company  to  the  Government  that  It 
should  be  relieved  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific's  obligations  and  that,  In  re- 
turn for  the  transfer  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  twenty-five  millions  of 
common  stock  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific held  by  the  Grand  Trunk,  the 
Government  Should  alao  pay  tha  Grand 
Trunk  the  monies  that  It  has  ad- 
vanced to  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
and  Its  subsidiary  companies.  The 
commissioners  report  that  practically 
toothing  was  paid  by  the  Grand  Trunk 
for  this  stock  and  that  the  stock  Is 
valueless. 

The  dlfTerent  grounds  advanced  by 
the  company  as  Justifying  this  action 
by  the  Government  were  examined. 
•They  were  entirely  rejected  by  tha  com- 
missioners, who  find  that,  while  the 
(Government  rather  than  the  company 
was  responsible  for  the  Transcontin- 
ental, the  Grand  Trunk  Is  entirely  re- 
sponsible for  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific.    The    report   reads: 

Vareaaoaabls  ggeposal 
"We  cannot  think  that  this  Is  a 
reasonable  proposition  or  one  that  we 
could  advise  the  Government  to  ac- 
cept. What  would  ba  thought  If  one 
partner  In  a  business  were  to  say  to 
the  other,  'we  entered  Jointly  an  en- 
terprlae  which  we  thought  would  be 
profitable.  -  It  has  turned  out  the  re- 
verse. I  propose  that  you  sett.e  with 
the  creditors,  pay  out  to  me  the  whole 
of  the  capital  I  put  In,  and  let  me  re- 
tire. Provided  I  go  free.  I  am  eon- 
tent  that  you  make  what  you  can 
out  of  the  business.'  We  think  the 
Grand  Trunk  Company  cannot  thus 
escape  tha  consequences  of  Its  own 
action.  We  quite  agree  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  Company  cannot  meet  its  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  lUbUlties.  But,  if  the 
Government  is  to  relieve  the  Grand 
Trnnk  Company  of  liabilities  which 
are  voluntarily  Incurred,  but  which  It 
now  finds  It  Impossible  to  meet.  It  Is 
for  the  Government,  not  for  the  com- 
pany to  fix  the  terms." 


The  condition  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Itsalf  Is  also  reported  on. 

Tha  report  flnda  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  Itself  today  requires  to  expend 
fifty-one  millions  on  account  of  de- 
ferred expenditures  and,  In  order  to 
put  tba  equipment  account  ta  propar 
slia-ps^    the  commissioners   say: 


*The  Grand  Trunk  company's  board 
of  directors  is  three  thousand  miles 
away.  We  cannot  think  that  the  state 
of  aOaira  which  our  Investigation  haa 
disclosed  could  have  arisen  ha4  the 
board  been  on  the  spot.  We  are  forced 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  control  of  an 
Important  Canadian  company  should  be 
In  Canada.  But  this  cannot  be  secured 
as  long  as  the  Grand  Trunk  sharehold- 
ers are  In  Unghuid.  We  have  come  to 
tha  eoneluslon.  therefore,  that  the  con- 
trol, not  only  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific Company,  but  also  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Company  of  Canada,  should  be 
surrendered  Into  the  hands  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Canada.  We  recommend  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Company 
be  Informed  that  It  Is  only  on  this  con- 
dition that  the  Government  Is  prepared 
to  relieve  his  company  of  the  ot>Tlga« 
tions  which  it  has  Incurred  In  respect 
to  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific. 
Oaaadlaa  Wortkara 
The  report  establishes  that  the  total 
amount  of  money  that  could  possibly 
have  gone  into  the  Canadian  Northern 
system  is  •870,808,461.  Out  of  this  pos- 
sible total  a  sum  no  less  than  $298,- 
258,268  Is  shown  to  have  been  provided 
by  public  credit  or  subsidy. 

The  report  establishes  that  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Northern  for  the 
year  ended  Juno  80,  181C,  resulted  In  a 
deficit  of  over  five  millions. 

The  report  refora  to  the  estimate  sub- 
mitted to  Parliament  in  1914  by  the 
company  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1917.  It  showed  gross  earnings  of  |61,- 
000,000,  and  net  earnings  of  817,700,000. 
The  revised  estimate  for  the  same 
year  of  the  commission  was: 

Gross  earnings,  $42,690,000;  net 
earnings,    $11,600,000. 

The  estimate  submitted  to  Parliament 
for  the  year  ended  June  80,  1916,  was: 
Gross  earnings,  $$7,000,000;  net  earn- 
ings, $20,100,000,  while  the  company's 
estimate  for  the  same  year  submitted 
to  the  commisaioners  was:  Gross  earn- 
ings, $48,186,0d0;  net  earnings.  $18,806,- 
000. 

VaiwUaMs  Bstlmatss 
The  commissioners  give  no  effect 
either  to  the  old  or  the  new  estimates, 
but  aa  an  evidence  of  the  unreliability 
of  estlmatea  point  aut  that  tha  com< 
pany's  sstlraata  to  parliament  for  tha 
year  ended  June  80,  191$,  was:  gross 
earnings,  $64,000,000;  net  earnings,  $16,- 
120000  while  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
company  with  the  advantage  of  a  bump- 
er harvest  ohly  earned:  Gross  earnings, 
$86,47C,000,  and  net  earnings.  $9,087,000. 
The  figures  mentioned  as  net  earnings 
are  aa  at  the  time  stated  merely  the  net 
reaulta  of  operation,  without  taking  in- 
to account  at  all  the  oapltkl  fixed 
ohargea. 

Tha  report  shows  that  the  company  It- 
self now  estimates  Its  fixed  charges  for 
the  year  ended  June  80,  1917,  at  $16,- 
639,688. 

I  Tha  report  shows  that  the  comp4ny 
is  living  from  hand  to  mouth  and  Is  un- 
able to  meet  Its  obligations. 

The  valuation  of  the  railway  which 
the  investigation  commission  has  had 
made  shows  a  total  reproduction  cost  of 
$397,441,667,  and  a  depreciation  value  of 
$867,409. 487.  The  reproduction  value  of 
the  equipment  Is  placed  at  $66,690,412, 
and  a  depreciation  of  $11,260,488  is 
found,  making  the  present  equipment 
value  $46,889,866,  giving  a  toUl  present 
value  of  $402,749,668. 

The  whole  of  the  property  valued 
does  not  belong  to  the  Canadian  North- 
ern shareholders,  but  a  reduction  of 
more  than  ten  million  dollars  has  to  be 
made  In  order  to  cover  the  Interests  of 
minority  shareholders  In  subsidiary 
companies.  The  report  points  out  that 
on  the  baaia  of  the  valuation,  which  Is 
considered  eminently  fair,  the  Canadian 
Northern  shareholders  have  no  equity, 
the  outatanding  obligations  exceeding 
$400,000,000. 

Sara   Vo   B««lty 
In   concluding  ^  the    reference    to   tha 
Canadian   Northern,    the   commissioners 
say: 

"We  conclude,  therefore,  that  the 
shareholders  of  the  company  have  no 
equity  either  on  the  ground  of  cash  put 
in,  or  on  the  ground  of  physical  recon- 
struction cost  or  on  the  ground  of  the 
saleable  statua  of  their  property  as  a 
going  concefn.  If,  then,  the  people  of 
Canada  already  have  found  or  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  bulk  of  the  capi- 
tal; If  they  must  need  find  wnat  fur. 
ther  capital  Is  required;  and  if  they 
must  make  up  for  some  years  to  come 
considerable  deficits  In  net  earnings.  It 
seems  logically  to  follow  that  the  people 
of  Canada  should  assume  control  of 
the  property."

Ballarat  Calm  and  Cheerful 
in  Face  of  Death— Uphold 
British  Traditions. 


LONDON,  May  8.— The  story  of  the 
sinking  of  the  steamer  Ballarat  Is  a 
paftner  to  the  stories  of  the  Southland, 
Tyndarcus,  and  Birkenhead  In  the  t>e- 
havior  of  the  men,  and  followa  In  gal- 
Inntry  the  behavior  of  the  men  of  the 
Middlesex  Regiment.  In  this  caae  It 
waa  Australians  who  added  a  page  to 
British    traditions. 

It  was  Ansae  Day,  and  tha  officers 
were  planning  to  hold  a  memorial  ser- 
vice when  there  came  a  dull  craah  and 
a  aound  that  aeemed,  as  one  officer  said, 
"to  lift  the  skin  off  your  face,"  and  the 
ship  began  to  take  a  list.  The  alarm 
Instantly  was  sounded  by  the  bugles, 
and  without  confuaion  of  any  kind,  the 
men  fell  In  at  the  boat  atatlons. 

"It's  all  right,  boys,"  called  out  the 
old  man  on  the  bridge. 

"Don't  sing  too  loud,"  said  an  officer, 
laughing,  "because  I  can't  give  orders.' 

The  turn  of  the  naVy  came  now,  aaf 
the  men  InsUnctlvely  knew  tba  navy 
would  turn  up.  It  turned  up.  De- 
stroyers and  trawlers  appeared  like 
magic.

From  the  Cham- 
pfVne  region  eoma  furthar  reporta  of 
«Teat  artillery  activity,  doubtless  the 
prelude  ,to  another  drive  on  that  front. 
Aa  the  waatbar  Improvea  the  aerial  ac- 
tivity la  becoming  more  pronounced..  It 
la  now  possible  for  reconnainBance  work 
to  be  carried  out  with  greater  chances 
of  iuoeeaa  than  In  tha  past  few  weeka.

^  has  been  In  the  past,  for  In  theae  daya 
of  elaborate  trench  fortifloatlona  and 
redoubts  it  takes  many  weeka  to  pre- 
pare a  line  of  defence  that  can  atand 
austalned  attack.  It  was  different  In  the 
days  of  the  Battle  of  the  Alsne,  when 
trench  warfare  on  the  scale  now  exlating 
flrat  came  Into  play.  At  that  time  the 
OejQfnans  were  the  better  equipped  army 
and  their  opponents  were  unable  to 
yroaecute  4  vigorous  pursuit.  Condi- 
tions have  entirely  changed  now  that 
the  Alllea  have  the  preponderance  In 
artillery  and  In  men.  It  la  for  this 
reason  that  we  believe  when  the  Oer- 
man  reserves  are  becoming  exhausted 
and  when  the  Hlndenburg  line  has  been 
«resse4  along  Its  eatire  front,  the 
•nemy  win  experience  grave  difficulty 
ln,agaln  finding  time  to  build  up  a  series 
of  fortifications  such  as  would  delay  an 
AUtad  a4v«aee  more  than  temporarily. 


Tkere  la  daubtlees  a  great  deal  to 
what  im  being  aald  In  the  dlspatebes  In 
retard  to  the  manner  and  effeetlreocsa 
in  which  the  submarine  eameaign  Is  be- 
tag  oarrled  ••  by  the  Oermans,  and  It 
would  be  the  height  of  folly  to  cleae 
our  ^ytm  %o  the  warnings  which  BIr 
Mward  Oarsoa  kas  uttered.  At  the 
same  time  there  Is  one  point  worth  bear* 
lag  In  mind.  The  United  States  ha«  en- 
tered the  campaign,  and  the  role  which 
it  muat  play  will  for  months  to  come 
have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  protec- 
tion of  the  commerce  of  the  Entente 
nation*.  To  do  full  Juatlee  to  the  re- 
eponslbilltiea  devolving  upon  them  is 
a  characteristic  of  our  neighbors.  The 
world  will  not  be  allowed  to  forget  the 
Vast  importance  of  the  underseas  cam- 
paign. Just  to  maintain  a  proper  bal- 
anoe  between  eveata  It  would  be  well  to 
keep  this  In  mind.

Nova  ftcotia  on  a  miner  scale  la  very 
much  similar  to  Britlah  Columbia.  The 
question  of  good  roads  there,  as  here, 
haa  become  one  of  Importance.  The 
late  Minister  of  PuMlo  Worka,  Ux. 
Thoa.  Taylor.  Waa  chriatened  "Good 
Roada  Taylor"  add,  whether  rightly  or 
wrongly,  he  spent  a  good  deal  of  money 
in  carrying  out  the  idea  which  In  real- 
ItSr  had  Its  origin  In  this  Province.  Ow- 
ing to  the  development  of  motor  traffic, 
which  Is  one  of  the  new  factors  we 
have  to  deal  with,  good  roads  are  an 
essential. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Armstrong,  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Works  in  Nova  Scotia,  has  Introduced 
a  bllL  which,  to  quote  the  headlines  in 
'Tlie^'llaltfiR  Chronicle,  Te  intended  To 
"co-ordinate  all  resources  for  Improved 
highways."  It  is  unnecessary  to  state 
that  there  is  a  Liberal  administration 
in  Nova  Bcotia,  of  which  Mr.  Murray 
Is  the  valued  head.  We  just  wish  to 
quote  the  words  of  The  Halifax  Chroni- 
cle in  reporting  Mr.  Armstrong'a 
speech,  and  if  there  Is  any  stronger  en- 
dorsement of  the  policy  pursued  In 
British  Columbia  we  would  like  to  see 
It: 

In  commencing  his  comment  upon  the 
bill  Hon.  Mr.  Armstrong  discussed  the 
value  of  good  highways  to, any  country. 
He  said  that  their  value  was  conceded 
by  everybody.  Jtapid  and  convenient 
transit  was  the  desire  of  the  age,  evi- 
dence of  which  was  to  be  found  In  the 
railway,  the  automobile,  and  now  the 
aircraft.  And  In  the  consideration  of 
the  eoenomlo  problems  of  the  day,  the 
public  highway  could  not  be  forgotten. 
Scarcely  a  session  of  this  or  any  other 
legislature  at  whlclr  some  innovation 
for  the  betterment  of  system  or  admin- 
istration of  the  highways  was  pot  In- 
troduced. In  the  United  i^tates  Legis- 
latures every  year  this  was  one  of  the 
Important  items  of  legislation.  The 
great  railways  were  keenly  Interested  In 
this,  because  those  in  charge  of  trans- 
'  portatlon  realized  that  good  highwaya 
were  essential  to  the  efllclency  and  de- 
vel«4>meat  of  transportation.  Not  only 
Indastrlal  but  agricultural  Interests  rec- 
ognised the  vast  Importance  of  good 
roads. 

In  every  province  of  the  Dominion  of 
late  years  there  had  been  a  campaign  of 
education  in  the  matter  of  good  roads, 
and  the  apeaker  referred  to  Improved 
legislation  in  Ontario  and  the  ^Western 
provinces,  while  Quebec  last  year  had 
made  very  material  innovations  In  this 
regard. 


the  Americans  are  actually  in  the  war. 
tbey  are  going  ahead  with  steam  char^ 
aeterlstic  of  their  Datlon.  From  the 
point  of  view,  voluntaryism  seems  to 
have  been  a  failure,  notwithstanding  the 
fervent  emotions  which  entrance  Inta 
the  war  seemed  to  have  evoked.  Now 
they  are  going  to  have  ^conscription, 
aoraethtng  which  haa  been  abhorrent  to 
democratic  peoples.  Circumstances  lo 
this,  as  in  many  other  Instanceii,  alter 
caaes. 

It  has  been  asked  what  America 
eenld  do  in  case  she  entered  the  war. 
She  Is  far  away  from  the  actual  scene 
of  warfare,  either  on  sea  or  land,  and 
then  the  Belgian  situation  looms  up  In 
which  she  was  the  principal  beneficiary' 
of  the  poor,  oppressed  people.  It  now 
dovoteps  that  she  can  and  will  lend 
enormous  sums  to  the  Allies.  She 
probably  will  send  one  or  two  divisions 
to  the  French  front  to  fight  under  the 
direction  of  the  generals  there.  The 
most  important  part  which  she  can  take 
Is  In  assisting  In  resisting  the  subma- 
rlne  campaign  of  the  Oermans.  This 
has  become  serious  beyond  all  question. 
It  devolves  upon  not  only  the  Allies,  but 
neutrals,  to  build  ships,  to  the  utmost 
of  their  ability,  and  no  nation  In  the 
world  is  so  well  qualified  to  cope  with 
the  situation,  outside  of  Great  Britain, 
as  is  the  United  States.  Her  help  will 
be  wonderful  and  the  steps  already  taken 
show  that  there  la  a  due  realisation  of 
the  gravity  of  what  faces  civilization. 
Belgium  win  In  the  meantime  have 
to  suffer  untold  agonies,  which  only  a 
relentless  foe  is  capable  of  inflicting 
upon  her  people,  but  In  the  end  the  as- 
sistance of  the  United  States  makes 
victory  doubly  sure.  The  pride  of  her 
people,  which  sometimes  assumed  the 
magnitude  of  swagger,  will  not  permit 
of  defeat  until  the  last  man  and  the  last 
dollar  are   expended.

Land  legislation  deals  with  one  of  the 
moat  difficult  subjects,  and  almost  any 
person  who  is  placed  at  the  head  bf 
that  department  of  the  Government  feels 
in  duty  ^ound  to  devise  some  system, 
and,  as  in  the  case  in  British  Columbia, 
there  are  wide  differences  in  opinion  as 
to  what  is  best  In  the  public  interest. 
Almost  any  plan  is  apt  to  be  greeted 
with  the  sternest  condemnation.  There 
are  some  features  of  our  land  lawa 
that  have  been  looked  upon  almost  as 
If  they  were  sacrosanct.  The  principle 
of  pre-emption  has  been  treated  as 
though  the  person  practising  It  was  of 
all  men  the  most  high-spirited  and 
patriotic  whereas,  in  point  of  fact,  It 
was  the  cheapest  and  most  disappoint- 
ing plan  of  changing  public  for  private 
ownership  ef  Crown  lands.  There  is 
also^'the  standard  measure  of  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres,  and  the  impres- 
«ion  appears  to  be  among  all  legisla- 
tures that  it  should  not  be  departed 
from.  We  shall  not  go  any  further  into 
this  matter  at  present,  except  to  say 
that  general  principles  should  prevail 
in  administration  of  land  laws.  There 
U  no  valid  reason  why  the  provisions  in 
those   laws   should    be   absolutely   rigid.

Af ter  sessions  which  have  extended 
over  some  five  weeks  'the  Imperial  War 
Conference,  undoubtedly  the  most  im- 
portant gathering  ever  held  in  the  Em- 
pire, Is  practically  at  an  end.-  Its  re- 
sults in  many  directions  will  be  epoch 
making.  That  it  should  have  been 
found  possible  to  hold  such  a  fathering 
at  H.  time  when  we  are  engaged  in  the 
greatest  war  in  history  Is  a  flattering 
tribute  to  the  powerful  position  the  Em- 
pire occupiee  In  world  affairs.  Briefly 
summarised,  the  work  of  the  conference, 
i#  far  as  It  has  been  made  public,  pro- 
vides  for   the  following: 

Imperial  preference  among  the  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  Empire  in  the  matter 
of  trade. 

The  readjustment  of  constitutional  m- 
lattons  based  on  full  reoognitlon  of  the 
Dominions    as    autonomous    states. 

The  right  of  the  Dominions  and  India 
to  an  adequate  voice  In  Great  Briuin's 
foreign  policy  and  foreign  relations, 

A  scheme  of  Empire  defence  to  be 
worked  out  by  the  Admiralty  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  various  governments  con- 
cerned. 

India  to  be  fully  represented  at  all 
future   Imperial   Conferences. 

The  establishment  In  London  of  an 
Imperial  mineral  reaeuroea   bureau. 

There  are  doubtless  scores  of  other 
matters  that  have  been  considered,  but 
so  far  these  appear  to  be  the  mont  Im- 
portant. There  is  also  a  programme 
outlined  for  the  utmost  development  of 
the  resources  of  the  different  parte  of 
the  Empire,  so  that  It  will  become  self- 
supporting  aad  immensely  stronger 
financially.  Doubtless  this  Is  a  proposal 
that  will  have  te  be  worked  out  Inde- 
pendently by  each  romlnlen,  but 
the  general  plan  of  development  will 
be  on  the  broadest  possible  lines 
and  will  be  made  to  a  certain  exteiil  ia- 
terdependant  owing  te  the  trade  pref-' 
erence  that  is  to  prevail  within  the  Em- 
pire. , 

We  hope  that  a  white  paper,  or  some 
document  ef  equal  authority,  will  be 
puMlahed  giving  more  In  detoU  the  And- 
lags  of  the  conference.  Aa  far  as  can 
be  gathered,  nothing  has  been  made  pub- 
lic aboMt  the  tndlngs  deallag  with  the 
preaecutlon  ef  the  war.  but  theae  will 
doubtless  come  to  llglit  upon  the  return 
of  the  varloaa  repreeeatatlves  to  their 
ewa  couatrlea. 


A  loan  of  $2,000,000,000  by  the  United 
States  to  its  European  belligerent 
friends  is  an  event  of  extraordinary  in- 
terest on  the  principle  that  where  your, 
treasure  is  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 
Our  neighbors  have  pledged  themselves 
pretty  thoroughly.  - 


Our  Liberal  friends  seem  to  have  been 
rather  disappointed  ^t  the  scanty  criti- 
cism addressed  to  their  estimates.  A 
natural  Inference  would  seem  to  be  that 
The  Colonist  interpreted  the  sentiment 
of  the  Conservative  party  in  taking  the 
poaitton  that  as  it  was  Impossible  at 
thb  present  8tag4  to  devise  a  "scientific 
system  of  taxation,"  it  would  be  wiser 
to  "ncept  the  plans  which  the  Premier 
had  good-reason  to  believe  would  be  suf- 
ficient for  temporary  purposes.  In  the 
long  run  the  people  of  the  Province  must 
be  content  with  what  their  Premier 
could  secure,  and  Mr.  Brewster  is  en- 
titled to  more  time  than  has  been  at  his 
disposal  to  bring  Into  existence  a  plan 
that  can  be  used  permanently  for  rev- 
enue purposes.

A  correspondent  of  The  London  Times 
writes:  The  Tragedy  o^  the  Crucifixion 
involves  a  judgment  for  alltlme  upon 
,  certain  historical  characters  and  insti- 
tutions. It  took  place  in  an  organized 
society  which  had  its  religious  system, 
as  well  as  its  political  order.  The 
Church  entered  into  the  scene  as  well 
as  the  SUte.  Calaphas  and  the  Jewish 
Church  are  revealed  as  Representatives 
and  trustees  of  a  religious  system, 
face  to  face  with  a  reformer,  who  ap- 
peared dangeroujs;  a  new  voice  aua 
heard,  and  condemned  at  once  as  blas- 
phemy. Calaphas  is  for  ever  at  the 
bar  of  history,  but  for  what?  Not  so 
much  for  falling  to  admit  the  new 
claim,  but  for  his  refusal  to  listen. 
His  sin  was  the  sin  of  the  closed  mind: 
but  it  was  more  than  an  intellectual 
sin;  his  mind  was  closed  for  fear  of 
the  consequences  which  would  follow, 
if  the  claim  were  granted.  His  mind 
refused  to  consider  the  possibility:  he 
stopped  his  ears  and  cried  "Blas- 
phemy-" 

Calaphas  In  the  name  of  his  Church 
had  to  try  a  reformer,  whose  claims 
Involved  great  changes  In  the  establish- 
ed order  which  was  second  nature  te 
the  High  Priest.  The  dread  of  change; 
the  shrinking  from  \  disturbance;  the 
creed,  'let  well  alone!"  are  always  dan- 
gers in  religious  soclctiea;  they  pre- 
vailed in  that  court.  The  sin,  which 
condemned  our  Lord,  may  bo  perpetu- 
ated in  those  who  bear  His  Name.  How 
often  the  trial  before  Calaphas  has 
been  repeated  with  the  parts  changed — 
with  the  representatives  of  the  One. 
condemned  In  Jerusalem,  now  In  the 
part  of  prosecutor!  It  is  the  sin  of 
the  closed  mind  that  haa  often  betrayed 
the  Church  and  It  may  still  lead  the 
Church  to  miss  its  hour. 

It  will  not  be  denied  that  new  truth 
may  come  to  the  Church  for  judgment. 
It  will  come,  as  truth  alwaya  comes. 
In  some  living  perepn.  It  may  be  an 
ancient  truth,  conveniently  forgotten, 
and  now  restored  In  some  burning  ex- 
perience. It  may  l>e  some  brave  at- 
tempt of  faith  to  express  itself  in  the 
new  language  of  a  new  age.  What  Is 
the  danger  of  such  an  hour?  It  is 
not  that  the  Church  should  decide,  af- 
ter weighing  the  claim  honestly,  that 
It  cannot  be  received.  "Prove  all 
things,  hold  fast  that  which  la  good" 
Is  still  the  wisest  counsel  for  our  age, 
as  it  was  for  the  Apostolic  Age.  The 
Church  with  the  closed  mind  may  al- 
ways plead  that  It  Is  moved  by  jeal- 
ousy for  the  Truth;  but  there  is  need 
to  guard  against  the  bias  which  may  be 
given  to  the  Intellectual  jddgaaent  by 
the  love  of  eas^  or  aelf-interest,  or  mere 
expediency.  It  is  unlikely  that  Cala- 
phas knew  why  he  was  condemning  our 
Lord.  And  the  Church  today  may  si- 
lence the  new  voice  without  knowing 
why. 

The  age  that  is  beginning  will  make 
new  demands  upon  the  Church.  There 
will  be  many  before  its  bar,  some  Im- 
postors, others  prophets  of  the  Truth. 
In  the  face  of  all  such  clalmanta  thb 
Church  can  never  forget  that  It  holds 
its  deposit  as  a  sacred  trust:  but  it 
cannot  be  too  scrupulous  to  keep  the 
mind  open;  it  cannot  watch  Its  motives 
too  jealously;  when  It  is  acting  "for 
the  glory  of  God,"  It  may  be  moved 
by  love  of  ease,  and  the  desire  to  evade 
the   Cross:    ne   crux  evacuetur. 

Deep  fiaaures  In  the  CHiurch  have  of- 
ten been  made  through  the  failure  of 
its  leaders  to  faca  simply  and  hon- 
estly some  fearless  apostle  with  his 
demand  for  reform.  The  closed  mind 
of  the  Church  has  created  bitttemess 
and  exaggeration  on  the  other  side;  the 
truth  which  the  reformer  has  seen,  be- 
comes separated  from  other  truths  and 
distorted:  It  is  lost  to  the  C^iurch  for 
the  time  and  there  is  unrest  and  dlv- 
iaion,  which  might  have  been  avoided. 
Few  religious  societies  can  boast  them- 
selves free   from   this   sin. 

Now  since  Truth  In  all  Us  appear- 
ances has  hl^erto  proved  "disturbing. 
It  Is  unlikely  that  Its  coming  will  be 
otherwise  to  us.  The  war  has  come, 
we  are  told,  to  break  up  one  order,  and 
to  bring  In  a  new  and  better  order. 
Is  the  CThurch  prepared  to  listen  In 
!  such  an  hour?  To  refuse  a  hearing  to 
I  new  claims  is  not  a  proof  of  faith;  It 
meana  that  the  spirit  of  adventure  Is 
larking,  and  faith  hae  become  tlm!d 
aad  dreads  the  cold.  To  listen  may 
bring  dangers:  It  must  Imply  that  the 
C^hurch  holds  lightly  to  many  of  Its  ad- 
vanuges  In  the  world:  and  that  It  is 
rrtidy.  If  needs  be.  lo  suffer  the  loee 
of  much  that  once  soemed  good.  But 
to  refuse  to  Ilston  may  mean  to  fall 
out  of  the  life  of  the  eomlng  age. 

The  f'hurch  must  be  free  te  llaton: 
it  cannot  play  its  part.  if.  like  Calaphas 
it  will  not  receive  any  new  truth  be- 
cause it 'will  not  allow  the  existing 
order  to  be  ntodifled.  In  aeme  hours 
the  supreme  demand,  made  upon  the 
Church,  Is  for  courage  of  lntelte<-t, 
allied  with  that  courage  of  the  will 
without  which  there  can  be  no  faith. 
This  is  one  of  those  hours.

It  la  awful  paasln« 
through  this  desolation;  vlllagea  still 
smouldering,  churches  blown  up,  ceme- 
teries everywhere  desecrated,  the  fur- 
niture of  the  peasants  scattered  about 
outside  the  ruins  «f  their  cottogea. 
Now  and  again  you  may  aee  a  peaaant 
searching  ov4r  the  pile  of  bricks  that 
was  once  his  house  in  the  hope  of  die* 
covering  hidden  valuables.  These  folks 
are  very  reticent  and  do  not  like  tw 
tolk  about   their  experiences. 

"All  malea  between  16  and  10.  #a  well 
aa  all  robust  women,  were  carried  off. 
All  men  were  compelled  to  salute  the 
Hun  officers  by  removing  their  cape 
and  lowerlotf  them  to  (he  level  of  the 
elbow.  There  were  frequent  roll-calls, 
and  as  each  man  answered  he  had  to 
file   patit    the   Boche   officer    with    uncov* 

ered    head,    ttftoen   yarde    before   reach- 

lug   him   and  fifteen   yarda  after   pasa< 
Ing  him.     .     . 

"Last  night  a  oparty  of  Boohee  ar< 
rived  here  and  the  news  spread  rapidly 
through  the  village.  Everyone  collect- 
ed on  the  square  round  the  Huns  and 
hooted  and  yelled  at  them.  'Ah,  the 
dirty  Roches,  murderers.  Incendiaries, 
thieves,  assassins,  pigs!'  One  old  wo- 
man, addressing  a  prisoner,  exclaimed, 
'Ah,  dirty  Boche;  you  have  told  the 
truth  fOr  the  first  time  In  your  life. 
You  said  we  sHbuld  see  you  back,  and 
aura  enough    We   have.'  '

"Much  merriment  was  caused  this  af- 
ternoon wheh  a  party  of  German  pris- 
oners  were   told   off  to   clean  up  some 
of  the  filthy  mess  tbey   made,   the  In- 
habitants  gathering   round   and  jeering     .

'    "It  waa  rather  pathetic  in  church  last 
Sunday.      The    poor    old    cure,    an    old 
fellow    of    about    60.    was    held    by    the 
Boches    as    a     hostoge     for    two    years 
and    returned    here    only    a    week    ago; 
his    people   were    using   tho   church    for 
the  first  time  for  two  years.     The  poor 
cure    was    quite    overcome    by    emotion, 
and    everybody    in    the    church    sobbed 
when    he   described    the    burning   Of    thei 
villages. 

"1  went  to  a  place  where  they  had 
never  seen  the  English  before,  and  you 
can  Imagine  their  excitement  when  I 
puffed  through  the  town  on  my  Doug- 
las, 'la  he  English?'  you  could  hear 
them  saying,  and  a  big  crowd  quickly 
collected  when  I  stopped  to  repair  a 
defect  in  my  bike.  ...  I  sleep  In 
a  bed  until  recently  occupied  by  a  Hun 
officer.  There  is  a  beautiful  piano 
there  also,  which  gave  forth  the  strains 
of  'Deutschland  uber  Allcs,'  but  now  it 
resounds  to  the  tune  of  'If  You  Wero 
the  Only  Girl.'  Several  bombs  were 
found  in  the  grates  of  the  firestoves, 
and  there  were  other  similar  traps,  but 
I  am  glad  to  say  no  one  has'  been 
blown  up."

On*  of  Victoria's  most  popular  and 
widely  known  athletes  has  t)een  lost 
throuRh  the  death  In  action  of  Lieut. 
Ilobeft  Branks  Powell.  Telegraphic  ad- 
vices that  he  was  killed  on  Saturday, 
April  28,  were  received  yesterday,  but 
no  details  are  given  as  to  where  or 
how   he   fell. 

Lieut.  Powell,  for  years  heralded  as 
one  of  the  Domlnlon'M  greatcHt  tennis 
players  and  well-known  locally  for  his 
-all-round  prowcHS  In  athletics  and  nc- 
compllshincnt  in  amateur  entertain- 
ments. Joined  thn  48th  Battalion  soon 
after  it  was  organised  In  the  Spring 
oi  1915.  lie  transferred  to  a  transport 
iiection  after  reaching  England  and 
went, over  to  France  with  a  Highland 
unit.  Tie  had  been  on  the  firing  Una 
Cor    about    Ave    months. 

He  was  the  youngest  son  of  Mrs. 
Powell,  of  Vancouver  Btrect,  and  was 
born  In  Victoria  in  1881,  his  father  he- 
uig  the  late  Dr.  I.  W.  Powell.  He  was 
SS  years  of  age.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation  at  the  public  schools  of  the  city, 
graduating  from  High  School  and  even 
In  boyhood  he  distingulnhed  himself  in 
the  realm  of  sport,  taking  an  early  in- 
terest in  tennis. 

From  1900  to  1904,  he  served  as 
privat*  secretary  to  Sir  Henri  JoU  do 
liOthblnlero,  then  Lleutenant-Oovemor, 
and  he  subsequently  went  to  the  FIJI 
Islands,  where  he  entered  the  British 
Colonial  s<>rvlcc.  From  1905  to  the  lat- 
ter part  of  130S  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Lieutenant-Oovernor's  staff  on  the 
Western  PaciSc  High  Commission.  He 
was  while  thus  engaged  a  diligent 
student  of  law  and  he  was  admitted  to 


the    bar    in    London      during   a   visit   to 
Kngland    In    1810. 

Ohanploa  Many  Taara 
'  As  a  tennis  player  he  gained  world- 
wide fame.  He  was  champion  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  for  many  years  and  in 
1904,  he  founded  the  North  Pacific 
Lawn  Tennis  Association.  He  won  tho 
championship  of  Scotland  in  1905  and 
in  1908  he  represented  Canada  in  the 
Olympic  games  in  V^ngland.  captaining 
the  Dominion's  tennis  team.  He  was 
one  of  Canada's  four  representatives  at 
the  Davis  Cup  games  in  1912.  In  the 
Old  Country  he  was  generally  rated  as 
among  the  first  six  or  seven  players 
of  the  day.  He  won  the  singles  cham- 
pionship of  Cumberland  in  1910  and 
the  champlonHhIp  of  Sussex  in  the 
following  year,  and  his  achievements 
on  foreign  soil  were  ever  the  source 
of  great  pride  to  Canadians  and  the 
people  of  Victoria  especially. 

"Bobby"  Powell,  throughout  his  long 
athletic  career  was  a  thorough  sports- 
man and  he  retained  this  attribute  of 
Kportsmanship  in  hla  military  work. 
As  an  officer  he  was  looked  upon  by 
all  ranks  as  one  of  exceptional  ability, 
possessing  as  he  did  the  strong  char- 
acter, courage  and  undaunted  determin- 
ation that  go  to  make  the  best  type 
of  soldier — the  same  qualities  which 
helped  to  bring  him  countless  vic- 
tories on  the  tennis  lawn  and  gave 
him  a  high  place  in  the  estimation  of 
all    his    associates. 

He  Is  survived  by  besides  his  widow- 
ed mother,  three  older  brothers.  Messrs. 
George  K.,  Rrnest  and  Bertram  Powell; 
and  four  sisters,  Mrs.  Conyers  Bridge- 
water,  whose  husband  is  overseas  with 
the  143rd  Battalion:  Mrs.  Fordham,  of 
Vancouver:  Urs.  Langworthy,  oflkLon- 
dan,  fingland.  and  Mrs.  D.  Dolg,  of 
this    city.

Wants  170  Men  and  Hopes 
to  Get  Them  in  Six  Weeks — 
Victoria  Offices  Opened. 


The  latest  unit  to  be  authorized  to 
enlist  men  in  Victoria  and  throughout 
Vancouver  Island  for  the.!forestry  aer- 

vice  Is  the  draft  being  raised  under 
Major  C.  S.  Manchester,  of  Vancouver, 
whose  representative,  Lieut.  G.  R.  Ker, 
has  Just  taken  over  the  offlcea  at  1218 
Government  Street,  which  until  two  or 
three  days  ago  were  headquarters  for 
Major  V.   L.   Marsh's  corps. 

Major  Manchester's  draft  came  into 
being  only  last  week,  but  a  good  start 
has  already  been  made  towards  secur- 
ing recruits,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
full  strength — 170  men — wilt  be  reach- 
ed in  the  course  of  six  weeks  or  two 
months,  past  experience  proving  that 
forestry  units  are  Just  now  able  to 
sign  on  men  at  a  much  faster  raa» 
than  any  other  branch  of  the  service. 
For  those  who  want  to  get  overseas 
with  the  least  possible  delay  Major 
Manchester's  unit  'will  have  a  strong 
appeal.

Major  Marsh's  draft,  which  is  now 
practically  at  full  strength,  will  be 
leaving  for  the  East  almost  Immedi- 
ately. Less  than  twenty  more  men  are 
required  and  it  is  expected  that  these 
will  be  secured  on  the  Mainland  with- 
in the  next  few  days.  There  are  at 
present  four  separate  forestry  units 
recruiting  in  British  Columbia,  and  it 
is  said  that  all  are  making  satisfactory 
progress.

Evidence  taken  in  the  County  Court 
before  Judge  Lampman  in  the  long 
drawn-out  case  of  Walls  vs.  Orant  was 
concluded  yesterday  afternoon.  Judg- 
ment being  reserved. 

The  action  arose  over  a  marine  en- 
gine belonging,  to  Mr.  P.  Walls.  Jr., 
which  was  taken  to  Grant's  workshop. 
Point  Elllce,  some  four  years  ago  to 
be  cleaned  and  assembled.  Subsequent- 
ly' an  account  was  rendered  Mr.  Walls 
in  which  the  sum  of  $869  was  claimed 
for  labor  and  $10.26  for  material,  ex- 
clusive of  missing  parts,  which  are 
alleged  to  be  still  secured  and  as- 
sembled. 

The  account  was  disputed  oh  the 
grounds  of  over-charge  and  that  the 
work  charged  for  had  not  been  done, 
and  Mr.  Orant,  therefore,  refused  to 
return  the  engine  to  its  owner  until 
the  bill  was  paid.  The  action  was 
brought  to  determine  what  work  was 
done  to  the  engine  and  the  value  there- 
of, and  also  for  the  return  of  the  en- 
gine to  plaintiff.

Declaring  that  he  bad  been  aubjected 
to  a  good  deal  of  "back  handed"  eiltl- 
dsm  because  of  the  action  taken  by  him 
as  Minister  of  Agrtculture,  in  respect 
to  Mr.  William  Manson,  former  super- 
intendent of  the  Agricultural  Credits 
oomnUsslon,  whose  realgnatlon  on  March 
ai  last  waa  followed  by  the  appoint- 
ment to  the  off  lee  of  Mr.  Maxwell  Smith, 
for  years  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Liberal  party,  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver,  In  the 
Legislature  yesterday  afternoon,  assert- 
ed he  proposed  to  put  good  Liberals  in 
offloe  until  a  balance  was  struck  with 
the  present  ConservatlTe-manned  serv- 
ice. 

"My  position  Is  that  the  Liberals  have 
iwt  had  a  'look-In'  for  fourteen  years," 
declared   Hon.   Mr.   Oliver.  ■ 

"Tou  are  more  honest  than  the  Prem- 
ier," said  Mr.  W.  3.  Bowser,  leader  of 
the  Opposition. 

"I  ning  that  back.  There  Is  no  man 
in  British  Columbia  more  honest  than 
the  Premier,"  retorted  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver 

"My  authority  Is  the  pre-election 
promises  of  the  Premier  to  abolish  pat- 
ronage," said  the  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion; 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  remarked  that  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  was  only  ex- 
pressing his  conception  of  what  the 
Premier  had  promised,  but  the  electors 
knew  better.  Mr.  Bowser  countered  by 
stating  he  rested  his  remark  upon  what 
everyone  knew  the  Premier  had  said 
concerning  his  determination  to  elimin- 
ate patronage. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver's  promise  to  care  for 
tils  political  friends  came  Tollowlng  a 
protest  made  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Pooley,  Con- 
servative member  for  Esquimau,  who 
called  attention  to  certain  questions 
which  he  had  asked  of  the  Minister 
relative  to  the  payment  of  t308  to  Mr. 
Manson  for  services  as  superintendent 
of  the  commission  up  to  December  .31 
last.  Mr.  Manson  did  not  resign  until 
near  the  end  of  March,  and  he  left  the 
service  on  March  31. 

Mr.  Pooley  protested  against  what  Jie 
claimed  had  been  evasive  answers  and 
he  moved  for  a  return  of  all  corres- 
pondence In   the   case.

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  declared  he  had  given 
"straight  answers  to  the  member  for  Es- 
quimau, as  straight  as  possible  under 
all  the  circumstances.  He  was  i>ot  try- 
ing to  evade  the  matter,  but  in  view  of 
the  apparent  effort  of  the  member  to 
bolster  up  a  case  for  the  late  superin- 
tendent he  was  glad  to  give  to  the 
House  the'  facts.  The  return  of  the 
correspondence  asked  for  by  Mr.  Pooley 
would  clear  up  the  situation,  and  to 
that  extent  he  was  under  a  debt  of  grat- 
itude to  the  member  for  Esquimalt. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  recited  the  facts  lead- 
ing up  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Man- 
son  as  superintendent  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Credits  Commission,  a  body  au- 
thorised under  the  Agricultural  Act, 
191S.  and  brought  into  existence  by 
order-ln-counoll  on  Xprll  26,  1»10,  by 
the  late  Government.  That  ord^-in- 
councll,  said  Mr.  Oliver,  appointed  Mr. 
Manson,  then  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
as  superintendent,  and  specifically  set 
forth  that  he  Was  to  receive  no  salary 
or  other  emolument,  and  It  was  under 
those  terms  that  he  had  held  office  up 
to  the  timA  he  retired  on  March  31 
last. 

He  pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  Act 
called  for  the  superintendent  devoting 
his  whole  time  to  his  duties,  but,  he 
asserted,  Mr.  Manson,  up  to  September 
14,  election  day,  had  not  only  carried 
on  his  duties  as  Minister  of  the  Crown 
but»  also  accompanied  the  late  Premier 
on  pre-election  campaign  tours  and  con- 
ducted an  election  campaign  in  his  own 
constituency.  After  election  Mr.  Man- 
son  continued  as  Minister  of  the  Crown 
until  November  24,  when  the  late  Gov- 
ernment went  out  of  office,  drawing  the 
customary    |6,000    salary    to    that   date. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  admitted  he  believed 
the  late  and  present  Premiers  had  some 
conversation  concerning  Mr.  Manson's 
salary  as  superintendent,  that  the  for- 
mer "had  coaxed"  the  present  Prei,tier 
to  approve  of  a  salarj'  and  that  the 
arrangement  was  that  as  long  as  the 
superintendent  remained  In  office  he 
was  to  receive  $250  per  month.  He  (Mr. 
Oliver)  had  stated  he  was  willing  to 
pay  that  amount  until  such  time  as  a 
new  appointment  was  made  by  the  new 
Government. 

Quotations  from  letters  which  passed 
between  himself  and  Mr.  Manson  were 
made  by  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  to  prove  that 
the  former  was  fully  cognixant  of  the 
^position — that  he  was  there  as  a  "stop- 
gfcp"  until  the  Government  was  ready 
to  appoint  the  new  official.  Mr.  Man- 
son,  he  declared,  had  not  been  forced 
cut  of  office  and  he  referred  to  a  draft 
order-in-ouncU  prepared  by  the  latter 
after  numerotis  conversations  with  him 
(the  Minister  I  for  presentation  tn  the 
Lieu*  enant  -  Governor  -  In  -  Council,  In 
which  Mr.  Manson  had  referred  to  him- 
self as  "temporary  superintemlent."  This 
draft  was  what  Mr.  Manson  had  sug- 
gested he  thought  would  be  suitable 
to  him. 

In  the  sequence  of  events,  the  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  continued,  he  made 
an  appointment  to  the  position  and  In- 
formed Mr.  Manson  he  desired  the  tiew 
man  to  take  office  on  January  1  last. 
Much  to  his  surprise  Mr.  Manson  took 
the  ground  that  that  was  not  reason- 
able notice,  that  he  should  be  allowed 
to  remain  until  the  Spring.  When  told 
that  that  was  unreasonable  he  had  taken 
the  sUnd  that  his  appointment  was 
good   for   ten   yeara. 

"I  believe  that  was  the  case  under 
the  statute."  said  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver,  "and 
I  then  informed  him  that  the  under- 
standing I  had  been  willing  to  follow, 
that  he  should  remain  until  we  made 
the  new  appointment,  was  off.  I  told 
him  I  dM  not  blame  him.  but  his  lata 
aasoclatea  on  the  fomver  cabinet  had 
been  posted  on  his  value  in  that  the 
ordar-ln-colfncll  they  made  appointing 
him  to  the  position  had  distinctly  set 
forth  his  services  should  reeeive  no  re- 
muneration. Then  he  advanced  the 
rather  ingenuous  argument  that  the 
Premier  had  declared  against  patronage. 
Apparently  It  was  hta  belief  that  no 
Liberal  shouM  be  ptit  In  office.  Then 
he  refused  to  leave  until  his  books  were 
audited.** 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  quoted  flgnres  of  the 
amount  of  leans  made  by  the  agricul- 
tural credits  board  up  to  December  Jl. 
to  show  that  the  board  had  advanced 
to  that  date  only  |72.1«1  and  that  Mr. 
Manson's   dsoMaU    for   the   audit   would 
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have  meant  his  stopping  in  oMe«  vatll 
the  loans  up  to  December  31  had  been 
audited.  He  alleged  that  on  three  or 
four  occasions  Mr  Manson  had  wanted 
to  "bargain  and  baggie "  as  to  the 
amount  of  salary  he  sbould  be  allowed, 
but  he  (the  Minister)  in  a  letter  wrtttea 
on  November  27.  had  definitely  refused 
to  allow  any  remuneratloa  after  tbe 
end  of   Decentbeer. 

But  Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  aaserted,  Mr. 
Manson  had  kept  on  tor  throe  months 
and  9n  March  i  last  had  announced  that 
as  the  auditor  had  completad  bis  aadit 
he  (Mr  Manson)  was  praparod  to  bar- 
gain again.  He  (tho  Mlntater)  rofnso^ 
to  deal  with  him  and  bad  refarred  blm 
to  the  Cabinet.  He  quoted  from  the 
order-ln-eounell  In  which  Mr.  Manson's 
heslgnatlon  was  accepted  In  the  lattar 
part  of  March,  and  which  set  forth  that 
the  |30S  for  services  rendered  covered 
the  period  up  to  Docsntber  II,  the  date 
on  which  Mr.  Manson,  in  the  notice 
dated  November  17.  had  been  told  his 
services  would  end. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  declared  bo  had  met 
other  men  "of  the  caljbre  of  the  former 
Minister  of  Agricultura"  He  had  be- 
lieved rtght  from  tito  start  that  Mr. 
Manson,  had  been  attempting  to  build 
up  a  claim  for  compensation.  He  (the 
Minister)  had  taken  steps  to  thwart 
It  He  accused  Mr.  Manson  of  having 
spread  on  the  minutes  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Credits  (Commission  what  very 
nearly  amounted  to  a  faisiflcation  of 
the  records  in  that  he  Induced  his  two 
fellow  commissioners  to  spread  on  the 
minutes  of  the  commission  a  letter  set- 
ting forth  his  position  to  the  Intent 
that  some  time  when  his  Conservative 
friends  were  returned  to  power  he  would 
be  In  a  position  to  resurrect  his  claim 
forr  the  three  months  he  put  in  after 
December  31.  That  letter,  declared 
Hon.  Mr.  Oliver,  should  be  preserved 
as  an  evidence  of  how  "unutterably  hard 
It.  Is  for  a  man  who  has  fed  at  the  pub- 
lic trough  to  let  go." 

"He  led  his  brother  commissioners  to 
spread  a  falsehood  on  the  records  of 
the  Commission  and  to  give  him  a  false 
certiflcate.  When  a  man  tries  to  build 
up  a  fictitious  case  against  my  Depart- 
ment I  want  to  say  he  has  got  to  go 
some."

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<Wltli  less  than  two  weeks  before 
thera,  tbe  women  of  Victoria  are  now 
busy  getting  their  names  on  the  elec- 
toral voters'  list  Tboeo  who,  for  one 
reason  or.  another,  have  failed  to  go 
voluntarily  to  tbe  various  oflloos  or  In- 
dividuals authorised  to  accept  reglstra- 
tioo.  are  being  canvassed  In  every  dis- 
trict by  •poelally  appointed  commla- 
stoners  by  both  political  parties  and 
are  f radually  being  rounded  up. 

An  approximate  Idea  of  bow  many 
women  have  been  placed  In  the  lists 
Is  even  at  this  stage  difficult  to  com- 
pute by  reason  of  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  commissioners  have  not  yet 
turned  in  the  affidavits,  preferring,  ap- 
I>arently,  to  wait  until  they  have  se- 
cured a  hundred  or  more  names.  This 
practice,  however.  Is  being  discouraged 
by  political  headquarters  and  other  of- 
Aces  where  the  bulk  of  the  raglstra- 
tion  papers  are  received,  as  It  natural- 
ly  causes    considerable   congestion. 

Conservative        headquarters  have 

handled  so  far  over  2,600  names  and 
probably  another  thousand  have  been 
taken  by  the  oommlsslonera,  but  have 
not  yet  been  reported.  That  there  are 
10,000  women  in  the  city  eligible  to 
vote  is  a  conservative  estimate,  and 
during  the  next  few  days  the  number 
of  daily  registrations  will  proba'bly  in- 
crease steadily  until  the  last  day — May 
14 — has  been  reached.  Those  who  have 
yet  to  register  are  strongly  recon>- 
mended  to  Ale  their  names  with  the 
least   possible   delay.

Capt.  T.  S.  G.  Strubell  Coming 
to  Victoria  With  Examining 
Officers  and  Probably 
Establish  Office  Here. 


The  putting  forth  of  greater  efforts 
in  British  Columbia  to  secure  recruits 
for  the  aviation  service  is  foreshadowed 
in  the  notlflcatlon  received  here  yes- 
terday to  the  effect  that  Capt.  T.  8.  G. 
Strubell,  officer  in  charge  of  the  Royal 
Flying  Corps  recruiting  throughout 
Canada,  will  be  In  Victoria  In  about 
three  weeks'  time  and  will  probably 
establish  permanent  offices  here  for  ac- 
cepting  applications. 

Capt  C.  Tweedale.  district  intelli- 
gence officer,  who  has  been  attending 
to  the  enlistment  in  the  aerial  service 
during'  the  past  few  months,  In  addl. 
tlon  to  his  other  duties,  will  then  be 
relieved  of  this   extra  work. 

Capt.  Tweedale  has  received  word 
that  t^apt.  Strubell  will  be  accompanied 
by  several  examining  officers  from  the 
Imperial  Royal  Flying  Corps,  whose 
object  In  coming  to  the  Coast  will  be 
to  put  through  certain  tests  all  appli- 
cants for  the  mechanical  branch  of  the 
flying  corps.  There  now  appears  to  be 
no  doubt  that  British  Columbia  will 
have'  several  aerial,  squadrons,  prob- 
ably quartered  at  the  leased  property 
at  Boundary  Bay.,  near  Ladner,  and 
Lulu  Island.  It  Is  stated  that  all  me- 
chanics enlisted  Ih  the  Province  will 
be  employed  at  these  stations  and  there 
Is  little  likelihood  of  their  being  sent 
East.  Applications  from  mechanics  are 
still  being  received  by  Capt.  Tweedale, 
and  there  Is  an  opening  for  an  un- 
limited number  of  experienced  men  to 
serve   In   this   capacity. 

The  fact  that  there  is  a^  strong  prob- 
ahlllty  of  the  establishment  here  of 
regular  R.  F.  C.  recruiting  offices  re- 
flects credit  upon  the  men  already  sup- 
plied by  Victoria  and  other  sections 
of  the  Province  for  the  air  service, 
who  have  made  a  hame  for  themselves 
e%1r  since  their  participation  in  the 
war.

An  extension  to  the  powers  of  tha 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  in  or- 
der that  they  may  have  control  of  the 
Inland  lake  and  river  services  is  the  de- 
sire of  Mr.  Charles  F.  Nelson.  Liberal 
member  for  Slocan,  who  has  given  no- 
tice of  a  resolution  he  will  move  in  the 
Legislature  on  Monday  calling  upon 
the  Legislature  to  forward  to  the  Do- 
minion Government  the  request  that  tha 
Board  be  given  such  additional  powers. 
Mr.  Nelson's  reasons  for  his  move  are 
set  forth  In  his  resolution,  which  wUl 
be  as  follows: 

"Whereas  the  citlaens  of  certain  por- 
tions of  British  Columbia,  situated 
along  or  adjacent  to  transportation 
routes  of  the  inland  lake  and  river  ser- 
vices, are  frequently  put  to  great  In- 
convenience and  loss  through  the  fail- 
ure of  transportation  companies  to 
meet  their  requirements: 

"And  whereas  this  inconvenience  and 
loss  is  causing  many  of  those  engaged 
In  agricultural  pursuH"  to  give  up 
their  farms  and  move  to  other  places; 

"And  whereaa  the  development  of  In- 
dustries necessary  to  increased  produc- 
tion Is  thus  seriously  retarded  In  these 
districts: 

"And  whereas  the  operations  of  the 
aforesaid  companies  are  apparently  not 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada,  and 
our  citlsens  are  consequently  debarred 
from  an  appeal  to  them: 

"Therefore  be  It  resolved.  That  His 
Honor  Ifie  Lieutenant-Governor  be  re- 
quested to  forward  through  the  proper 
channels  to  the  Dominion  Government  | 
the  prayer  of  this  House  that  the  pow- 
ers now  vested  In  the  Board  of  Railway 
Commissioners  for  Canada  be  enlarged 
so  as  to  Include  control  of  the  Inland 
lake  and  river  services."

Those  who  require  the  delivery  of 
amall  purobasoa  add  to  the  expense  of 
oonunodltles  purchased  by  cuatomora 
who  bring  their  own  parcels  home. 

The  speaker,  Mr.  Rhodes,  was  talk- 
ing to  a  oonventlen  of  housekeepers. 
He  does  not  seem  to  have  suggested  & 
system  by  which  only  such  articles 
ao  cannot  be  carried  away  sbooid  be 
delivered,  but  he  lodleated  plainly 
enough  that  it  oosta  as  mueh  to  driv- 
er a  pound  of  butter  or  a  yard  of 
ribbon  as  It  does  to  bring  to  tho  ons- 
tomer's  door  a  sack  of  flour  or  a  Spring 
suit,  and  that  all  oustonMrs  tnust  bear 
Che  loss  to  the  Arm  of  unprofltablo  de- 
liveries. 

Th(|  practice  of  aendlag  out  goods 
for  approval  was  condemned  and  the 
saleswomen  were  blamed  for  pretaing 
customers  to  order  articles  which  In 
nineteen  cases  out  of  twenty  were  re- 
turned, thus  causing  a  double  delivery. 

It  Is  to  be  hoped  the  discussion  will 
have  helped  to  settle  a  very  Important 
problem  In  these  days  of  high  prices. 
Ne  one,  trkdesman  or  customer,  should 
be  allowed  to  add  unnecessarily  to 
tho  cost  of  commodities.  The  multi- 
plicity of  delivery  wagons^should  be 
stopped  and  oustomara  whb  neglect  to 
order  In  time  ought  to  fe  obliged  to 
carry  their  own  goods  away,  to  pay 
for  their  delivery  themselves  or  to  go 
without.  If,  as  Mr.  Rhodes  said,  the 
average  cost  of  the  delivery  of  a  par- 
cel Is  seven  cants,  consumers  cannot 
afford  to  add  such  a  sum  to  the  cost 
of  their  purchases.  During  war  time, 
at  least,  a  return  to  the  irtiopping  bags 
and  market  baslceta  carried  by  house- 
keepers of  a  past  generation  would 
help  to  solve  tho  difficulty  and  would 
not    hurt    any    one.    Delivery    wagons

IW  AMe  b  Coc«aD7  lavltatf  to  AMhiI 
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Baccbus,  the  god  of  wine,  was  the 
son  of  Zeus  and  Semele,  tbe  daughter 
of  Cadmus,  the  .founder  of  Thebes. 
0emele,  visited  by  Zeus,  in  his  proper 
form,  attended  by  thunder  and  light- 
ning. Was  consumed,  but  the  child 
lived.  He  was  first  given  to  the  care 
of  Ino,  hts  mother's  sister,  and  "her 
husband,  but  was  afterwards  carried 
to  Thrace.  In  this  country  Bacchus 
taught  the  cultivation  of  the  vine  and 
discovered  the  method  of  preparing  an 
iBtealcatIng  drtnk  from  the  grapes.  Be- 
eoralng  mad,  as  some  relate,  he  wan- 
dered over  the  world  attended  by  tho 
Nymphs,  and  wherever  he  went  his 
worship  was  introduced.  Bacchus  was 
not  only  the  protector  of  vineyards  but 
of  orchards  as  well.         * 

His  progress  was  not  unopposed.  It 
is  said  that  Bycurgus,  kiUK  of  tho 
Edones.  refused  to  acknowledge  his 
divinity.  Other  rulers  who  opposed 
him  were  punished  with  madness  or 
destroyed.  Among  the  stories  told  of 
Bacchus  is  that  soma  Tyrrhenian  sal- 
lora  wished  to  carry  hira  away  to  Italy. 
They  bound  htm  but  the  chains  fell 
off.  Their  ship  was  entangled  In  vines 
and  ivy  and  could  not  be  moved.  Bac- 
chus was  transfdred  into  a  lion,  terri- 
fying the  saltbrs  so  ^hat  they  leaped 
Into  the  sea  and  were  changed  Into 
dolphins. 

In  Qrecian  art  Bacchus  was  repre- 
sented as  a  youth'  whose  long  blond 
hair  Is  bound  up  in  a  knot  behind, 
leaving  a  few  locks  to  fall  over  \  his 
shoulders.  Around  hia  head  Is  a 
twig  of  vine  or  ivy.  As  a  warrior,  he 
wears  a  short  tunic  girded  round  tho 
waist,  with  buskins  on  his  feet,  while 
a  panther's  skin  serves  him  for  a 
shield. 

The  priestensen  of  Bacchus  were 
called  Bacchantes  and  were  clad  In 
faa'n  skins.  During  their  wild  dances 
their  hair  became  unbound  and  they 
made  a  great  noiife  with  the  clapping 
of   their   hands. 

The  sacrifices  offered  were  goats  and 
oxen.  Many  festivals  were  held  In 
honor  of  Bacchus  in  Athens  and' 
Thebes  and  descriptions  of  the  wild 
and  terrible  rites  observed  are  to  be 
found  in  some  of  the  ancient  poets. 
The  worship  of  Bacchus  was  carried 
to  Home,  where  in  later  years  tbe  ex- 
cesses of  the  Bacchanalia  were  such 
that  In  the  second  century  before  the 
Christian  Era  they  wftre  suppressed 
with  the  greatest  severity. 

Ariadne  was  the  wife  of  Bacchus 
and  the  ancients  believed  that  her  gem- 
studded  crown  became,  after  her  death, 
one  of  the  constellations. 
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Are  there  no  more  Victoria  citizens 
arho  have  time  to  hoe  a  patch  of  po- 
tatoes? There  is  plenty  of  land  left 
In  %11  directions.  Although  May  Day 
has  passed  there  is  no  sign  of  dry 
weather.  Orowth  will  be  rapid  once 
sunny  days  come.  In  the  market  gar- 
dens peas  will  soon  be  In  blossom,  but 
few   other  vegetables  have  appeared. 

On  some  of  our  best  streets  there 
are  unsightly  weed-grown  patches  that 
seem  to  have  escaped  the  observation 
of  the  Production  Committee,  the  Ro- 
tary Club  or  the  Tourist  Association. 
They  Will  bo  pointed  to  by  visitors 
in  a  few  weeks  as  a  sign  of  Victoria's 
unprogresBlveness.  It  is  a  trouble  to 
dig  up  burdock  roots  and  frdlt  treea 
grow  wild,  but  it  is  a  trouble  that  the 
improved  appcirance  of  the  street 
<^ouId  pay  for. 

Vapar  Sotlloa. 

Sanitarians  have  not  yet  succeeded 
In  displacing  everywhere  the  large  tin 
milk  can.  The  campaign  for  the 
glass  milk  bottle  is  still  going  on, 
whpii  we  learn  that  in  some  placea  the 
paper  bottle  has  been  Introduced.  The 
advantage  of  this  container  la  aaid  to 
bo  Its  deanllnaos. 

Housekeepers,  we  are  told,  return 
bottles  to  the  dairies  that  hava  not 
been  properly  washed.  These  are  used 
f\nd    tho    milk    Is    contaminated.      The 

per  bottle,  on  tho  other  hand,  can 
nly  be  uaad  once.  It  Is  alr-tlght  and 
shuts  out  the  liglit;  so  that  the  milk 
Is  k«9t  awaatar  longer  thaa  In  bot- 
tles. 

The  Staf«  of  Pennsylvania  was  the 
first  to  givti  official  sanction  to  the 
paper  IhMtIa,  although  dairymen  else- 
where have  used  it  for  some  time. 
In  Tha  Scientific  American  of  recent 
date  thare  is  a  description  of  the  man- 
ufactara  of  tbaaa  aaw  fashioned  aad 
cheap  bottles,  from  whieh  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs   are   taken: 

"Only  three  men  are  repaired  to  op- 
erate the  maohlae,  and  from  begin- 
ning to  end  the  mtlk  bottle  Is  handled 
only  by  atoci  fingers,  ao  that  the  ap- 
parattia  meoia  all  sanitary  requlre- 
menta.  The  palp  uaad  la  what  Is 
known  oa  mechanical  pulp,  but  the 
preeeaa  doaa  aot  roqoira  azelnslvely 
the  high-priced  paper  pulp.  In  fact. 
It  la  said  that  aay  fibroua  wood  Will 
work  aa  waU  aa  tfea  otfotomary  aprwoe. 
which  ta  faat  becomlag  acaroa  on  ac- 
count of  tk«  tremendoiM  amottnt  of '  It 
con*uflka4  In  tiM  country  for  tbe  maa- 
ufaetora  of  pa^or.

The  Supply  Bin.  anthoftaiag  the  az- 
peadltnrea  for  the  praeent  Saeal  year, 
waa  passed  by  tha  Leglslatnrd  yesterday 
aft4iaaon.  and  was  aaseatad  to  by  Ueo- 
teaaat-Qovemor  Barnard,  who  attended 
ear  that  parUonlar  parpoae.  it  was  the 
arat  tIaM  aa  reoatd.  It  la  sUted.  that 
the  S^ppiy  BUi  haa  baea  put  through 
at  ooo  sitting,  a  tact  dite  to  tha  dealre 
of  the  Oppoaltlaa  ta  assist  the  Govern- 
ment in  order  that  there  ahaU  he  as 
Uttla  delay,  eg  posalbla  )n  rating  sopply 
so  that  the  aalaries  of  the  members  of 
the  civil  aervlco  should  not  be  further 
delayed.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  supply 
was  not  voted  before  the  end  of  April. 
tha  first  month  in  tho  new  fiscal  year, 
olvll  service  salaries  were  not  forth- 
emftlng  at  the  end  of  last  month.  Now 
that  the  bill  is  passed  and  assaatsd  to. 
tho  overdue  salaries  can  be  at  once  paid. 

The  MU  carries  provision  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  an  aggregate  of  $9,974,- 
999.99,  of  which  990,149.49  Is  for  expen- 
dlturoa  made  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

On  the  motion  for  the  second  reading 
af  tha  bUl  to  amead  tha  Forest  Act  R»- 
Uef  Aot  Hen.  Mr.  Pattullo,  Minister  of 
Lande,  enplalned  that  there  are  certain 
special  timber  lloeneea  that  do  not  have 
to  pay  fees  until  six  months  after  tlie 
war's  end.  This  did  not  work  out  well 
for  the  treasury,  and  had  reaulted  in  an 
accumulation  of  Si. 600,000  back  fees.  If 
continued,  there  would  be  another  half 
million  due.  Now  that  the  timber  in- 
dustry was  getting  into  a  Oourlshing 
condition  it  was  felt  that  It  would  not 
hurt  those  In  arrears  to  pay  up.  As  it 
would  hardly  be  fair  to  compel  the  tim- 
ber men  to  pay  up  all  arrears,  it  had 
been  decided  to  allow  the  back  dues  and 
penalties  to  rest  until  the  end  of  the  war 
nndsr  an  interest  charge  of  six  per  cent, 
this  Interest  chacge  not  to  be  levied  on 
penalties,  as  that  would  amount  ta  a 
compounding  of  the  interest  charge.

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  explained  it 
merely  referred  to  some  changes  in  the 
departmental  work  to  provide  for  more 
rapid  collection  of  royaltlea  and  renewal 
fees,  and  extenda  the  time  for  the  aur- 
vey  of  special  licenced  holdings  from 
March  91,  1919,  to  November  SO  fol- 
lowing; 

The  bill  to  amend  the  Vancouver  and 
Districts  Joint  iSewerage  and  Drainage 
Aot  was  given  Its  second  reading.  It 
provMea  that  out  af  the  accnmnlated  In- 
tereet  nesr  in  tha  bank,  arising  from  pre- 
ceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds,  that  the  sum 
of  999,099,  which  the  Government  was 
fareed  tp  put  up  beoaaso  of  tbs  default 
of  one  af  the  munlnlpallties.oomtng  on- ' 
dor  tha  Act,  bo  repaid.  Under  the  Act 
the  Interest  on  the  bond  Issues  must  be 
met  by  the  municipalities  IntareaUd.  By 
this  change  the  Government  will  not  be 
compelled  to  charge  the  default  to  the 
Consolidated  revenue. 

An  amendment  to  tha  '"iVust  Aet" 
exempts  certain  organisations  and  fra? 
temal  sooleties  from  the  operation  of 
tha  Act  and  also  provides  that  in  the 
case  of  forelsn  trust  companies  that,  in 
the  course  of  their  bualness,  are  called 
upon  to  wind  up  estates  of  persona  who 
may  own  property  in  British  Columbia, 
bat  which  do  not  carry  on  a  regular 
buaineas  hera  that  such  concerns  will 
not  be  brought  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  m  respect  to  registration,  pay- 
ment of  feea,  etc  The  bill  was  given 
Its  second  reading. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  School  Act  was 
also  glvcjD  Its  second  reading  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Minister  of  Education,  who 
explained  that  its  chief  aim,  that  to  pro- 
vide that  where  children  of  parents  own- 
ing property  in  two  adjoining  munici-

I  went 
throush  Ihe  llabt  la  the  Old  Conntry 
and  I  claim  to  hevlns  done  ny  little 
pert  to  brlns  In  e  law  that  allowed  the 
Individual  to  use  ble  common  eenae, 
under  the  old  Act  SO  and  SI,  Vict..  C. 
Si.  iMaay  .thouaanda  of  fathers  paid 
the  penalty  of  forty  shllUnsa  and  many 
othera  eerved  aentencee  of  Imprleon- 
ment.  I  myeelf  waa  flned  and  e\-eo 
went  -ao  far  aa  to  aend  my  children 
away  ao  aa  to  evade  the  law.  and  aev- 
eral  of  th^m  are  free  from  contamin- 
ation from  loatheome  iBterJeetloaa  of 
filth  Into  a  h«athy  body.  In  the  othera 
who  I  had  to  have  done  even  after 
paying  the  fine  I  uaed  other  means  and 
I  don't  think  that  the  filth  properly  en- 
tered  their   body. 

Dealing  with  the  aueetlon  of  ualns 
aanltary  methods.  1  will  quote  my  ex. 
perlence.  One  of  my  beat  friends,  and 
X  misbt  add  one  who  had  from  child- 
hood been  reared  amoncst  oows,  milk* 
Ins  reffularly.  took  alck.  At  that  time 
smallpox  was  prevalent  and  the  doctor 
who  I  called  In  havlns  attended  a  wo- 
man previously  who  died  from  tbla  dis- 
ease, althousb  he  bad  used  every  effort 
aaalnst  contaslon.  no  doubt  carried  the 
disease:  he  was  a  personal  friend  also, 
and  a  strons  believer  In  vaccination. 
Anyhow  this  friend  took  on  smallpox 
and  so  bad  that  the  face  was  a  com- 
plete mask.  I  Immediately  took  upon 
myself  to  attend  the  case  and  never 
left  It.  The  patient  waa  taken  to  a 
house,  empty.  I  used  one  room,  bavins 
only  a  bed  and  chair  and  small  table, 
a  sheet  was  hung  In  front  of  the  door, 
disinfectants  were  uaed  freely  and  sur- 
roundlnss  kept  perfectly  healthy.  The 
two  doctors  worried  me  continually  to 
set  vaccinated  and  stated  that  the  case 
was  so  bad  if  X  took  It  nothlns  would

save  me.  I  slept  near  the  patient  and 
only  left  the  room  occaalonally  for 
fresh  air  and  exercise.  No  one  except 
the  doctors  and  myself  saw  the  patient 
and  the  great  surprise  to  the  doctors 
was  X  c&me  out  free. 

Xn  my  trade  as  a  aanltary  engineer  I 
have  worked  at  the  side  of  and  atood 
over  the  most  sickly  cases  of  this  dis- 
ease In  the  Infectious  hospitals,  going 
many  times,  my  workmen  having  re- 
fused, to  take  risks,  uncovered  and  re- 
paired toilets  and  drains,  but  mind  you 
X  took  every  precaution,  except  being 
vaccinated.  If  It  Is  true  that  vaccina- 
tion should  have  prevented  In  some 
cases  smallpox,  thousands  today  are 
suffering  from  contamination  of  putres- 
cent vaccine  matter  and  some  diseases 
of  the  most  filthy  kind,  at  one  time 
healthy  bodies,  now  simply  reeking  with 
obnoxious  diseases.  Far  better  to  have 
bad  smallpox;  run  the  risk;  for  they 
would   not   suffer   any    ill   effects   after. 

There  Is  one  sure  prescription,  vis., 
proper  sanitation,  healthy  conditions, 
and  better  opportunities  for  the  poor 
to  live  under,  aa  that  aanltary  Inspec- 
tors are  able  to  enforce  the  laws,  not 
as  now,  filthy  conditions  allowed  to  ex- 
ist, because  some  already  wealthy  or 
favored  Individual   owns  property. 

I  am  not  kicking  agalnat  vaccination. 
I  believe  It  Is  wrong.  I  have  had  suf- 
ficient proof  to  convince  me.  but  I  have 
no  objection  to  any  Individual  who  be- 
lieves In  vaccination  going  under  the 
operation,  so  long  as  I  am  allowed  free- 
dom of  thought  and  action. 

No  one  will  convince  me  that  the  In- 
jecting of  filth  into  my  healthy  body 
will  protect  me;  I  care  not  how  or 
where  It  is  supplied  from.  I  have  milk- 
ed hundreds  of  cows  irhen  series  have 
l>een  on  their  udders.  I  always  used 
efforts  towards  cleanliness. 

With  all  respect  to  Dr.  Jenner  and 
superstitious  belief,  I  alwaya  remember 
that  we  are  living  In  the  twentieth 
century  and  I  try  to  advance  as  the 
years  roll  on.

and  preferably  warm  daya  The  eap 
in  fact  wOl  ran  and  oease  to  run  wbeo 
weather  oondltkma  are  favorable  or 
otherwlseu  Leave  the  tap  in  the  tree 
with  bueket  sospeodad  on  the  hook, 
and  Inspect  the  trees  every  day  until 
ther  cosamenoe  running;  then  collect 
daily  and  boll  in  shallow  pans  er  la 
evaporator,  which.  I  think.  In  the  near 
future  will  be  supplied  at  a  reaaon- 
ahle  cost  by  the  Orlmm  Mfg.  Co.,  ef 
Wellington  Street.  Montreal;  tha  eva- 
porator will  pay  for  itself  the  first 
stason.  after  this  it  Is  clear  profit. 

The  hele  should  he  bored  clean  with 
a  T-lt-lBch  bit  to  the  depth  of  m 
Inches  tii  a  smooth  spot  about  30 
Inehee  from  the  ground,  where  bark 
has  a  healthy  look,  and  the  bucket 
will  hang  vlumb  (the  hole  ahould  be 
tipped  slightly  earthwards)  preferably 
on  the  eeat  or  south  side  of  the  tree; 
do  not  reversa  the  hit  when  with- 
drawing  aa  this  will  cause  clogging: 
a  straight  pull  out  will  remove  the 
chips  and  leave  a  clean  hole.  Do  not 
drive  the  spout  hard  enough  Into  the 
tree  to  split  or  crush  the  bark,  and 
never  drive  a  ::all  Into  the  tree.  After 
a  while  the  bore  can  be  re-cut  with 
H-lnch  reamer;  this  will  increase  the 
flow  of  sap.  The  epout  can  be  left  In 
the  tree  all  the  year  round  If  desir- 
able, aa  the  sap  will  only  run  when 
weather  conditions  are  favorable  and 
nature  will  heal  the  wound. 

Any  bucket  holding  about  1  to  6 
gallons  win  do,  preferably  I  use  a 
milk  can  with  a  narrow  neck,  this 
prevents  rain  from  entering  and  spoil- 
ing  the  sap.  As  sap  runs  best  in 
stormy  weather,  It  will  easily  be  seen 
that  the  buckets  must  be  protected 
In  some  way.  The  Orlmm  Mfg.  Coy. 
supply  both  taps  and  hinges,  to  which 
H-lnch  boards  can  be  attached,  ac- 
cording to  else  of  bucket,  and  these 
are  nailed  on  with  small  cleat  nails; 
both  hinges  and  spouts  only  cost  a 
few  cents. 

What  should  be  'done  to 
stop  flow  of  sap?

Question  4 — Does  tapping  hurt  or 
injure  the  tree? 

Answer — It  is  not  safe  to  tap  a 
tree  under  30  years  old.  The  trees 
I  have  experimented  with  are  all  over 
this  age,  and  I  am  awaiting  results 
before  I  can  speak  definitely  on  this 
subject.  One  tree  In  particular  has 
three  separate  trunks,  and  I  notice 
that  the  one  I  tapped  Is  a  little  less 
advanced  In  foliage  than  the  other 
two.  I  imagine  that  the  sap  returns 
by  capillary  attraction,  and  this 
would  retard  its  progress  possibly  a 
couple  of  weeka  Next  year  I  shall 
tap  No.  2  trunk  and  the  following 
year  No.  S,  and  then  hark  back  to  No. 
I,  thereby  giving  each  trunk  a  2  years' 
rest.  It  might  be  advisable  to  tap 
ohe's  trees  on  alternate  years;  but  as 
season  here  Is  short  and  the  commod- 
ity scarce.  It  would  not  hurt  to  in- 
sert more  than  one  spout,  say  at  12 
inches  intervals;  but  one  must  be  care- 
ful not  to  be  too  greedy  in  this  re- 
spect. 

'  Question  S.  As  regards  boiling,  how 
Is  one  to  know  when  syrup  Is  boiled 
enough? 

Answer — By  the  use  of  a  Sacch- 
tropieter,  which  is  supplied  by  Orlmm 
Mfg.  Coy.  at  the  cost  of  about  60 
cents.  The  boiling  point  of  syrup  of 
standard  quality  (weighing  about  13 
lbs.  when  cold  per  gallon)  at  sea 
level  Is  219  deg.  Fahrenheit,  if  higher 
elevation  then  the  degrees  will  be 
correspondingly  less;  but,  as  we  are 
not  at  present  Interested  In  making 
syrup  commercially  one  need  not  be 
particular  on  this  point.  Boll  syrup 
to  about  1-K  of  original  constituency 
and  you  will  find  It  sweeter  than  any- 
thing sold  on  the  market.  In  the  east 
It  Is  boiled  down  to  1-80.  I  see  no 
reason  why  fruit  Should  not  be  pre- 
served  whole  In  symp  boiled  down 
to  about  1-15  of  original  constituency 
means  a  great  deal  for  the  farmer, 
who  preserves  to  any  extent,  or  re- 
frains from  doing  so  on  account  of 
the  ever  Increasing  price  of  sugar.  A 
email  evaporator  used  In  connection 
with  a. canning  plant,  such  as  is  being 
offered  on  the  market  todsy  by  Mr. 
Carmlchael,  would  go  well  tn  harness 
■ — sugar  and  fruit  grows  on  one's  own 
proi>erty! 

I  am  afraid  I  have  engaged  too 
muoh  of  your  time  and  space  already 
to  go  into  the  matter  more  fully.  I 
would  say,  however,  that  if  there  are 
any  other  points  I  have  overlooked, 
and  there  Is  anyone  who  would  care 
for  further  information  on  the  sub- 
ject, they  win  be  welcome  to  any- 
thing J  know.  As  regards  where  to 
obtain  spouts,  etc..  I  have  already 
mentioned  the  Orlmm  Mfg.  Coy.,  and 
given  the  address  above,  aa  I  feel 
sura  they  will  gladly  do  anything  In 
their  power  to  encourage  and  pros- 
pective growers  or  producers,  and  I 
believe  their  parts  and  accessories  are 
second  to  none  on  the  continent.  At 
any  rate,  I  have  found  them  most 
obliging  and  courteous  In  the  few 
dealings  I  have  had  with  them,  and 
I  know  that  they  are  Intensely  In- 
terested In  the  future  prospects  of  the 
Province  In  this  particular  line.

REVERSING  THE  RACE 


Dr.  C.  W.  Saleeby  writes  aa  follows 
In  a  recent  Issue  of  The  London .  Dally 
Chronicle: 

Laat  July  I  here  contrasted  "The  Tri- 
umph of  Paris  and  the  Tragedy  of  Edin- 
burgh." In  respect  of  racial  renewal  dur- 
ing the  first  year  of  the  war.  As  re- 
gards Paria,  It  was  shown  that  unprece- 
dented success  followed  the  consum- 
mately wise  measures  Introduced  by 
Professor  PInard  and  his  oolleagues  la 
order  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the 
holocaust  of  lt7«-'fi.

All  records 
were  beaten  as  regards  infant  mortal- 
ity, the  number  of  stUlhora  infants,  and 
the  average  development  and  weight  of 
the  children  at  Mrth.  Bat  I  added  that 
the  earlier  results  were  not  being  main- 
tained. siBce  the  mothers  were  leaving 
their  hemes  for  the  factories.  Thla  la 
the  fatal  divorce  of  those  wHom  nantra 
has  Joined  together,  but  whom  man  pets 
ealaoritoualy  asvader.

The  Wndstfesg  of  Uf  avts 

"The  factory,  murderess  of  Infants," 
as  he  calls  It,  has  deceived  hosts  of 
women  by  the  monetary  bait  which  it 
has  offered,  and  has  not  only  killed  their 
Infants,  accordingly,  but  has  Increased 
the  number  of  mothers  dying  in  child- 
birth. Pinard  raises  his  prophetic  voice 
for  France,  against  this  state  of  things, 
at  a  time  when  the  number  of  births 
in  Paris  has  fallen  to  by  far  the  lowest 
figure  on  record,  while  the  incomparable 
soldiers  of  France  are  dying  as  never 
-for  a  century  past.  Here  are  his  words, 
which  surely  need  not  be  translated: 

"Comn\e  puerlp^lteur,  comme  Fran- 
cals  et  comme  patriote,  place  en  face  de 
Textlnction  raplde  de  la  population  de 
la  France,  Je   demande   ceci: 

"II  faut  Interdire  I'entree  de  I'usine  a 
toute  femme  en  etat  de  gestation,  a  touts 
femme  allaitant  son  ienfaht,  a  toute 
femme  acSouchee  depute  molns  de  six 
mois." 

Liot  me  only  note  that,  unless  concur- 
rent measures  be  talcen,  on  the  irrlnciple 
of  the  "mothers'  pension"  now  granted 
In  certain  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  one  result  of  what  Professor 
PInard  demands  will  be  to  lower  the 
birthrate  still  further  and  to  discourage 
mothers  from  nuralng  their  Infants. 
'  Now,  as  regards  Sdinburgh.  My  ar- 
ticle waa  reprinted  there,  and  aroused 
great  Indignation.  Dundee  was  worse. 
Why  should  I,  who  owe  so  much  to 
Edinburgh,  have  attacked  her  so? 
Later,  since  the  Indignation  did  not  dis- 
solve the  facts,  a  scheme  to  remedy 
them  was  produced,  and  now  the  Royal 
Maternity  Hospital,  where  I  was  resi- 
dent In  1^01,  when  Dr.  J.  W.  Ballantyne 
opened  the  0rst  ante-natal  beds  in  the 
world.  Is  to  be  a  focus  of  the  work 
which  will  help  to  save  the  ffiture  of 
the  Scottish  stock,  priceless  for  our 
Imperial  destiny.  In  general,  how  are 
our  vital  staUstlcs  g:oing7  First,  let  us 
observe  two  very  large  facts  whldh 
will  be  long  remembered.  In  1916  we 
drank  In  the  United  Kingdom  only  two-  f 
thirds  of  the  spirits  consumed  In  1915. 
In  July  I  urged  that  the  Empire  must 
decided  which  it  valued  th<!  inoi«i. 
Scotch  men  or  whisky — maternal  alco- 
holism being  the  horrible  salient  factor 
In  Scotlahd  in  191S,  when  infant  mor- 
tality juihped,  in  weather  favorable  fop 
Infants,  to  a  higher  figure  than  In 
ISSS — this  amid  unprecedented  prosper- 
ity. But  the  astonlshtng  reduction  In 
spirit  drinking,  not  leigit  through  the 
order    for    dilution   of   spirits,  has   had 


the  accompanying  record  which  anyone 
might  have  expected  who  knows  the  ex- 
perimental evidence  that  It  le  the  de- 
gree of  concentration  of  alcohol  upon 
which  its  action  as  a  racial  poison  de- 
pends. In  1916  infant  mortality  in 
Scotland  was  97  per  1,000,  while  Eng- 
land and  Wales  Infant  mortality  ISHt 
year  was  only  91  per  1,000,  much  the 
lowest  figures  ever  recorded.  Some 
day,  when  we  think  it  worth  while  tu' 
deal  thoroughly  instead  of  half-hearted- 
ly with  the  things  that  murder  babies, 
we  shall  Improve  even  these  figures. 

But  observe,  len  we  *e  too  plesaed  wllli 
this  low  rate  of  mortality,  thst  the  blrtli- 
rst«,  hitherto  unpublished,  for  Bnslsnd  and 
Wales  laat  year  waa  only  11. «,  0.»  lower 
even  than  that  of  1»1B,  which  waa  by  far 
the  loweat  ever  recorded.  Meanwhile  we 
are  losing  hoata  of  our  beat  men  st  thn 
front  and  adding,  aay,  anything  between 
halt  and  three-quartars  of  a  million  nf 
aquare  miles  to  our  Imperial  reaponalbill- 
Uea  If  France  haa  grave  rcaaon  to  l>i> 
alarmed,  ao  Indeed  havr  we.  3o  alau  iim 
Oermany,  but  that  la  her  affair.  If  •»»<» 
choosea  to  rob  her  Infanta  of  their  millc 
In  order  to  make  nltro-glroerlno  te  hol'l 
the  frvilt  of  her  alma  a  little  longer,  h'-r, 
•ulclde  Is  her  affslr.  The  future  of  man- 
kind and  of  freedom  will  be  our, affair,  and 
to  that  we  must  look. 

The  proapcct  la  not  unhopeful.  We  are 
learnlns.  The  MInlatry  of  Munltlona  baa 
come  to  aee  what  the  intereata  of  Ua  em- 
ployaca  require,  snd  a  atart  haa  been  made 
with  the  provialon  of  day  norserlea  tn  di- 
rect' connection  with  the  worka,  aa  I  aaked 
here  long  ago.  But  I  ahould  Immeaaur* 
ably  prefer  that  no  nursing  mothera  wero 
employed  In  munition. worka  at  all,  bur 
thst  it  waa  made  poaallde  for  them  to 
create  and  nave  the  future  Inatead.  Pitiful 
la  the  myopia  which  congratulstea  ttaeiC 
on  aeelng  that  young  women  can  do  prac- 
tically anything  that  a  man  can  do,  biiti 
falls  to  aee  that  If  woman  apenda  htr 
powera  upon  the  present,  like  man  she  can- 
not have  thorn  for  th«  futun-  'if  which' 
ahc   la   Naturc'a  organ  and  truatea 

It  la  hoped  that  In  I'arlH  In  May  thcru 
may  be  a  conference  arranged  bntwcen  tbu 
NaUonal  Blrth-Rate  CommlMlon  and  th<* 
membera  of  the  French  Committee  on  U<-- 
population,  the  work  of  which  was  Inter-i 
rupted  In  1114  when  Oarnisny  began  thiti 
war  which  we  all  see  now  In  its  nskad 
form,   Hun   veraua   Man. 

And  In  the  flrat  week  of  July — the  flratj 
week  of  the  quarter  which  la  the  moat 
fatal  to  Infants — we  are  hoping  to  In- 
augurate a->methlng  very  big  Indeed,  ti 
focus  nstlonai  sttentlon  on  the  problem  of 
the  renewal  of  the  race.  If  borougha  like 
Camberwell  and  Oataahasd  still  decline  to 
do  tbatr  duty  by  then.  It  la  nor«  ttasn 
likely  that  public  opinion  will  arm  Lord 
Rhondda  with  tha  aecesaary  powera  ef 
compulsion.

Mr.  O.  O.  laeOeer.  M.P.P.  for  Rich- 
mond waa  the  prlnetpal  apaabar  at  a 
naoeUng  of  Victoria  Ubaaala  at  4ba  K. 
of  P.  Hall  laat  night.  In  the  oaarae  of 
his  roaHwrka  ho  oaid:  "I  don't  know 
wfiatber  the  algnWcaace  of  tba-aatra- 
ordlnarr  fraud  of  tha  Pacific  Great 
Baatern  baa  yat  penetrated  tba  niada  af 
the  people  of  thla  Province  or  Ita  gigan- 
tic proportloaa  appraelatad."  He  ex- 
plalaad  tbat-ttaaara  Foley,  Welch  and 
Stewart  came  to  tbla  country  wltb  Mr. 
trAaey  Tata  and  got  the  charter  for 
bnlldlng  tbe  road.  They  atartad  out  to 
iQoorporata  a  company  at  |2a.Mai^00 
and  gave  IMr.  Tata  one-quarter  of  tba 
fall  atock  aad  $aot.ao«  to  uaa  to  gat  tbe. 
deal  through  by  contrtbuting  to  tba 
campaign  fund  a  of  tho  Conaervatlve 
party.

Beaidea  Mr.  McOaer, 
Mr.  Charles  N*laon.  M.P.P.  of^Slooan 
City,  and  Mr.  Alec  Manaon,  of  Omlnaoa. 
apoka 

2(ett  Vaoadeo  of  BBetoen4^  •  a  aernweat 
Mr.  M4»Or«er  compared  tha  present 
budget  of  Premier  Brewster  with  tbat 
of  Mr.  Tatlow,  Minister  of  Finance,  in 
1204.  Mr.  Tatlow  thea  came  out  wltb 
the  atatament  that  it  waa  neeeaaary  fer 
the  Oovernmont  to  reduce  axpendlturea 
and  endeavor  to  live  within  ita  income. 
That  budget  w4m  unpopular  in  many 
waya,  but  Conaervatlve  newapaper* 
conuneadad  tha  Coaaervatlva  Gtovem- 
raent  for  znaklng  a  fair  and  honeat 
effort  to  brlag  esp«sdlture  within  rev- 
enue. 

"Thin  ia  the  flrat  time  since  tfhe  daya 
of  Mr.  Tatlow."  continued  Mr.  McOeer, 
"that  tbe  eapenditura  of  the  Province 
doea  net  asceed  the  ra'vanua  If  Mr. 
Brewster  haa  dona  only  one  thing,  ba 
baa  proved  that  hie  promiae  that  the 
aftaira  of  the  Province  wera  to  be  con- 
ducted on  a  bualaeaa  baaia  waa  not  aa 
idle  one." 

Taking  up  aome  of  the  outstanding 
davalepmanta  of  the  ^preaent  aeaaion  of 
the  Leglalature,  Mr.  Mcaear  explained 
tha  Civil  Bwrvlce  Bill,  calling  it  "one  of 
the  greateat  reforma  In  the  political  life 
of  B.C."  Ha  recodled  atatementa  made 
some  time  ago,  when  Mr.  Brewster  an- 
nounced hia  policy  of  taking  the  civil 
aervlce  out  of  politics,  that  there  waa 
no  party  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
big)  enough  to  aocompltah  this  task. 

Mr.  MoOaer  told  of  how  Dr.  Adam 
erhortt,  one  of  the  greateat  economlata 
in  NoHh  Amerlc4^  bad  coma  here  at  his 
own  expanae  and  arranged  for  the 
grading  o¥  every  employee  on  a  proper 
salary  baaia  and  for  the  introduction  of 
a  civil  aervlce  without  political  con- 
nection or  aupport. 

"Thla  meana  that  tha  civil  service 
win  be  at  tbe  dlaposal  of  the  people  of 
the  Province  aa  it  abonld  be  and  that  it 
will  not  take  aiiy  part  in  party  polittoa." 
continued  the  meAber.  "It  was  utterly 
impoaalbla  for  individuala  under  the  old 
ayaum  to  give  the  beat  that  waa  in 
them  becaoaa  of  tbe  piurty  tie." 
Mo  Veer  ao  2MaelpUae  Misabeag 
At  the  time  of  the  ^aa^  election  Mr. 
MoGov  went  on.  one  ot  the  "moat  ex* 
traordinary  thinga  In  British  Columbia 
waa  tha  administraUon  af  Juattce."  Hs 
Inatanced  the  connection  of  Mr.  Bow* 
ser.  then  Attorney-aeneral.  with  the 
I>omlnion  Truat  and  the  firm  of  Foley. 
Welch  4k  Stewart.  He  aald  that  the 
Liberal  party  had  carried,  out  Ita  plan 
that  the  Attorney-General  upon  taking 
office  abonld  give  up  hia  private  prac- 
tice, with  tbe  result  tbat  the  Hen.  M.  A. 
Maodenald  resigned  from  hia  Vancou- 
ver legal  firm  tbe  day  after  hia  appoint- 
ment. 

Mr.  McOreer  asserted  that  Premier 
Brewater  bad  ao  rearranged  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Worka  that  road 
men  now  require  no  political  pull,  but 
muat  ahow  their  ability  to  give  a  full 
day'a  work  for  a  day'a  pay.  He  aald 
thla  la  reaoltlng  in  a  aavlag  of  (0  per 
cent  to  tba  Province  on  tha  axpendl- 
turea on  public  worka. 

earning  to  tha  chargea  brought  by 
Liberal  members  of  the  Legislature 
against  tbe  Attorney-General  In  rela- 
tion to  railway  campaign  funds,  Mr. 
McOedr  declared  that  tba  Liberal  party 
would  not  haaltate  to  diaclpllna  any  of 
its  merabara  if  anything  were  proved 
agalaat  them  After  a  full  lavestlgatloB. 
"You  can  rebt  aaaurod  that  the  Lib- 
aral  potfty  la  big  enough  to  dladpline 
any  of  its  members,  and  if  anything 
wrong  is  proved  agalnat  any  of  tbam 
tbat  tha  treatment  will  ba  hard  and 
aavere."  be  aald.  He  explained  that  it 
waa  only  natural  to  exp«ct  such  charges 
when  a  reform  Government  came  into 
power  and  had  to  deal  wltb  all  "tha 
grafters  and  apeculatora"  wbo  bad 
flinched  control  of  tbe  reaourcaa  of  tbe 
country  and  were  willing  to  apaad  any 
amount  of  money  end  atop  et  nothing 
to  retain  tbelr  hold.

Extraordinary  Rise  in  Price  of 
Flour  Discussed  In  Com- 
mons— International  Action 
on  Wheat  Prices  Proposed. 


WITH  THE  FRENCH  AHMlES.  May 
1.  via  Parla  and  London,  May  8. 
—IBr  O.  H.  Ferrla),_After  aee- 
Ing  a  number  of  oatimatea  which 
broadly  agree,  I  believe  that  tha  re- 
oently  publlahed  flgure  of  100,000  for 
the  total  Oerman  loaaea  recently  ap- 
pears very  far  below  the  reality.  It 
may  be  but  half  of  tbe  truth. 

The  German  forces  on  April  1  stood 
as  follows:  ToUl  of  Oerman  divisions, 
210;  on  Westein  front,  148;  other 
fronts  (Russian,  Roumanian,  Macedon- 
ian), 76. 

There  was  on  the  ^western  front  on 
April  1  a  general  reserve  of  44  divi- 
sions. But  the  Oermkn  divisions  are 
not  what  they  wert.  We  shall  be  jua- 
tlfled  in  saying  that  the  Oerman  re- 
serves In  the  West  did  not  exceed  a 
figure  katween  440,000  and  600.000  men 
after  tha  retreat  and  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Allied  offensive. 

Between  April  1  and  April  27  no 
fewer  than  81  fresh  divisions  had  been 
brought  Into  action  on  the  Franco-  Bri- 
tish front,  leaving  of  the  general  re- 
».erve  only  twelve  divisions,  or  about 
330,000  men.  An  even  more  startling 
fact  Is  that  of  tilese  fresh  divisions 
more  than  half  have  been  so  severely 
punished  that  they  have  been  withdrawn 
to  be  reorganized.

LONIX>N,  May  3.— Captain  S.  S.  Har- 
ris and  eight  other  survivors  of  the 
American  tanker  Vacuum,  sunk  by  a

WASHINOTON,  May  3.— The  Ameri- 
can sailing  ship  Margaret  was  destroyed 
off  the  Irish  coast  on  April  27  by  a  sub- 
marine, being  set  on  Are.  No  mention 
of  the  loss  of  life  is  made.  There  are 
several  sailing  vessels  of  that  name. 
OU  Taakar  Soak  . 
PHILADELPHIA,  May  3.— Tha  Brit- 
ish tanker  British  Sun,  owned  by  the 
Sun  Oil  Company,  of  this  city,  and 
leased  to  Oreat  Britain,  ha^  been  funk 
by  a  submarine,  probably  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, according  to  a  cablegram  re- 
ceived her*  today  by  Howard  N.  Pew, 
president  of  the  company.  The  crew 
wan  saved. 

The  British  Sun  was  built  In  1909  and 
was  of  8,600  tons  gross.  She  is  said  to 
■have  been  one  of  the  flnest  of  her  class, 
and  waa  valued  at  $2,600,000.  I.Ast 
Summer  Oreat  Britain  took  her  for  war 
purposes. 

Captain  Carey,  who  commanded  the 
ship  when  ahe  waa  in  the  commercial 
service,  is  believed  by  Mr.  Pew  to  have 
been  in  command  when  she  was  sunk. 
Msny  of  the  crew  also  remained  with 
the  ship.

Mr.  Kyte  spoke  briefly,  but  precipi- 
tated a  long  debate.  He  blamed  the 
Increase  of  |1.20  in  the  price  of  flour 
aince  yesterday  on  graih  exchange 
manipulsitlon,  and  urged  Immediate  ac- 
tion by  the  Oovernment.  He  argued 
that  nothing  was  being  done  to  control 
prices,  while  the  sKuatloja  was  dally  be- 
coming  more   serious.

Hon.  T.  W.  Crotbers.  in  reply,  said 
that  the  situation  was  being  watched 
by  the  ofllclals  of  the  labor  department.

Sir  Thomas  said  the  price  of  flour, 
wheat  or  any  other  necessity  could 
not  be  regulated  by  the  Canadian  Oov- 
ernment alone.  To  be  successful  the 
regulation  of  food  prices  must  be  the 
simultaneous  action  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  he  declared.  He 
stated  that  Sir  Oeorge  Foster,  the  Can- 
adian Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce, 
i)ow  in  Washington,  Is  discussing  with 
the  American  authorities  the  fixing  of 
maximum  prices  for  wheat  on  the 
whole  north  American  continent.

W.  P.  Oockshutt,  Conservative  mem- 
ber for  Brentford,  supported  Mr.  Kyte's 
motion,  and  recommended  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  food  dictator.  He  said  the 
cost  of  living  was  tbe  most  pressing 
problem  In  Canada. 

Other  speakers  Included  Hon.  Arthur 
Melghen,  Messrs.  A.  K.  Maclean,  W.  F. 
Carroll,  P.  B.  Oarvell,  W.  H.  Bennett, 
J.  O.  Turriff,  Archie  McCoig  and  Don- 
ald  Sutherland. 

Shortly  before  11  o'clock  the  motion 
was  declared  "lost  on  division,"  and 
Mr.  H.  Boulay  r^/iumed  the  budget  de- 
bate.

ENEMIES' SmPS 


Interned  German  and  Austrian 
Vessels  Will  Be  Made  Ready 
for  Traffic  In  Four  or  Five 
Months. 


WASHINGTON,  May  8.— Seventy -one 
Oarman  and  Austrian  merchant  ships 
aelsed  by  tbe  Oovernment  will  ba  re- 
paired and  ready  for  commission  with- 
in five  months,  unless  concealed  dam- 
age should  tie  discovered.  The  Federal 
Shipping  {Board  astlmaiaa  they  wUl 
add  686,738  tons  to  the  merchant  ma- 
rina of  the  United  States.  Many  of 
the  smaller  ships  can  ba  made  ready 
for  aervice  la  less  than  four  months. 

While  membera  of  the  Brltlah  and 
French  Miaalons  share  the  alarm  of 
American  offlclala  at  the  growing  In- 
roada  of  the  aubmarlne  menace,  they 
do  not  regard  the  altuatlon  aa  in  any 
sense  fatal.  It  means.  In  their  view, 
a  period  of  vary  great  aelf-denUtl  and 
further  restriction,  but  they  do  not 
credit  In  the  least  any  opinion  that  It 
Is  certain  to  lead  to  starvation  or  the 
loss  of  the  war.  They  are  counting  on 
ships,  men  and  money  from  the  United 
SUtes,  and  possibly  American  Inven- 
tive genius,  to  outweigh  the  ^-boat 
campaign. 

Critical  as  the  situation  of  the  Allies 
Is  made  to  appear,  the  British  and 
Prench  diplomats  say  it  Is  as  nothing 
to  the  insuperable  difficulties  now  con- 
fronting Oermany,  which  are  almost 
entirely  hidden  under  the  close  censor- 
ship.

Dominion  Government  Consid- 
ering Means  of  Extending 
Shipbuilding  Industry — ^Con- 
sultation With  Allies. 


OTTAWA,  May  3. — Although  every 
shipbuilding  yard  in  Canada  Is  working 
to  Its  full  capacity  on  orders  from  the 
Canadian  and  Imperial  authorities,  yet 
the  Oovernment  is  planning  ways  and 
means  to  develop  further  this  vital  In- 
dustry at  the  present  time.  Considera- 
tion Is  being  given  to  iwsslble  legisla- 
tion to  be  introduced  this  session  which 
would  provide  for  the  creation  of  a  ship- 
ping board,  through  which,  encourage- 
ment and  direction  could  be  given. 

Sir  Thomas  White.  Minister  of 
Finance,  Is  giving  personal  attention  to 
the  question,  and  while  In  Washington, 
whither  he  will  go  in  a  few  daya,  will 
discuss  the  situation  with  the  British 
and  American  authorities.  He  will  get 
full  Information  as  to  the  methods  and 
policy  of  the  Allies. 

When  the  Oovernment  takes  It  up  It 
'will  undoubtedly  be  in  a  big  way.  It  is 
a  question  whether  legislation  providing 
for  bounties  will  be  alone  effectual  to 
accomplish  this,  aa  the  cost  of  all  ma- 
terials and  shortage  of  labor  render  It 
unlikely  that  new  plants,  at  least  on  a 
large  ccale,  can  be  established  during 
the  war.  It  Is  important,  however,  that 
steps  should  be  taken  at  once  which 
will  promote  the  construction  of  such 
plants  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
Even  after  the  war  there  will  necessari- 
ly be  large  shipping  construction  to  re- 
place the  world  tonnage  lost  through 
submarine  activity.  The  establishment 
of  the  shipbuilding  Industry  on  a  large 
scale  In  Canada  would  not  only  be  of  na- 
tional Importance  In  Itself,  but  would 
promote  and  sustain  many  other  Indus- 
tries. Including  tbe  production  of  steel 
plates,   engines  and   other   equipment.

•WAflHIVOTO^,\  May  8.-JSub»crlp- 
tions  to  the  first  $2,000,000,000  offering 
of  bonds  of  the  "Liberty  Loan"  of  1017 
poured  into  the  treasury  today  at  a  rate 
of  more  than  a  million  dollars  an  hour, 
while  approximately  8,000  banks  in 
every  section  of  the  country  were  "tak- 
ing subscriptions  over  their  counters. 
There  was  every  indication  that  the 
huge  Issue  would  be  far  over-sub- 
scribed. 

Secretary  McAdod  today  delivered  to 
the  Italian  Ambassador  the  1100,000,000 
which  the  Oovernment  decided  to  ad- 
vance Italy  to  meet  her  pressing  needs. 

The  1100,000,000  for  France  probably 
will  be  delivered  shortly,  bringing  the 
total  advanced  to  the  Allies  thus  far 
to    1400,000,000. 

Formal  authorization  to  receive  aub- 
scriptions  yet  has  to  go  forward  to  tbe 
banks  of  the  country,  but  in  the  mean- 
time they  are  receiving  applications  for 
subscriptions  with  the  department's  ap- 
proval and  encouragement.  Post  offlces 
and  customs  and  internal  revenue  offi- 
cials also  will  be  authorised  to  receive 
applications  for  subscriptions,  and 
newspapers,  department  stores,  express 
companies,  patriotic  and  civic  organisa- 
tions, Mr.  McAdoo  indicated,  also  will 
receive  suoh  authority  as  soon  as  the 
amount  of  the  detailed  work  included 
can   be  accomplished.

Forty  clerical  and  lay  delegates  from 
all  parts  of  the  Dominion  and  New- 
foundland, a  few  days  ago  at  Montreal, 
attended  the  biennial  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Bible  Society,  auxiliary  to  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  They 
were  entertained  at  luncheon  in  the 
Itltz-Carlton  Hotel  by  the  Montreal  Au- 
xiliary, where  seventy-one  guests  and 
local  friends  shared  In  the  repast,  with 
Bev.  Dr.  Johnston  In  the  chair.  Mr.  N. 
W.  Hoyles.  K.C.,  LL.D.,  of  Toronto, 
president  of  the  Canadian  Bible  Soci- 
ety, and  other  representatives  from  dif- 
ferent Provinces,  gave  addresses  —  Dr. 
Christie,  of  Winnipeg;  Rev.  O.  H.  Cob- 
bledlck,  Lethbrldge;  Rev.  W.  H. 
Thomas,  Newfoundland;  Rev.  H.  R. 
Boyer,  St.  John,  N.B.,  atld  Professor 
Welsh.  Montreal. 

The  report  presented  to  the  annual 
meeting  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Cooper,  general 
secretary,  was  the  most  encouraging 
ever  received  in  the  history  of  the  soci- 
ety of  Canada.  The-  circulation  of 
Scriptures  in  many  languages  In  1910 
was  344,856,  as  compared  with  182.683 
In  1908,  when  the  societies  were  feder- 
ated, and  the  total  revenue  on  Bible 
yiorH  was  $184,848.62.  The  amount  re- 
mitted to  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society  for  the  year  was  $95,000,  of 
which  $40,500  was  a  free  contribution 
for  the  parent  society's  world-wide 
operations,  the  balance  being  on  pur- 
chase and  property  account. 

Blhlaa  for  •oMlara 

It  was  reported  that  800,000  small 
copies  of  the  New  Testament,  bound  In 
khaki,  had  been  distributed  among 
Canadian  soldiers  before  leavimr  for 
Burope;  $6,000  was  set  apart  for  sim- 
liar  purposes  this  year,  and  that  the 
regular  work  of  the  colporteurs  In  many 
parts  of  the-  Dominion  had  been  well 
maintained.  The  total  budget  for  the 
current  year  waa  fixed  at  $86,000.  Mem- 
bers of  tha  board  emphasized  the  ruling 
aim  of  the  society,  namely,  to  have  the 
Scriptures  taken  to  homes  and  put  into 
hands  which  are  not  otherwise  provided 
with  them,  at  such  a  cost  to  the  people 
as  to  be  within  the  means  of  the  poor, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  make  tbe  peo- 
ple value  the  Scriptures  more  than  If 
given  away  free.  Tha  attention  of  all 
Protestant  churches  was  called  to  the 
fact  that  their  foreign  missions  In  al- 
most all  lands  draw  translations  and 
supplies  of  the  Bible  from  the  Bible  So- 
ciety largely  at  Its  cost,  and  synods, 
assemblies,  conferences  and  congrega- 
tions were  respectfully  urged  to  provide 
for  tbe  allocation  to  the  Bible  Society 
of  ten  par  cent  of  all  their  contribution 
to  foreign  miasionary  work.  The  more 
their  missionary  work  grows,  the  hea- 
vier is  the  debt  they  Incur  to  the  Blbla 
'Society,  it  being  a  partner  In  all  mis- 
sionary causes.  The  cost  of  the  soci- 
ety's operations  cover  both  missionary 
distribution  and  expensas  of  admlnla- 
tratlon. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Ralph  Connor 
(Dr.  C.  W.  Oordon.  of  Winnipeg),  at 
the  front,  where  he  has  been  acting 
chaplain,  expressing  the  hiyh  apprecia- 
tion of  the  aoldlers  of  tha  New  Testa- 
ments put  In  their  handa.  saying.  "Al- 
moat  every  boy  carrlea  a  Bible  or  New 
Testament,  wblch  they  lore  to  bull  out 
at  our  service  and  which  t  know  they 
often  read  In  tbe  trenchea.  A  lad  I 
burled  not  long  ago  apent  the  laat  few 
minutes  of  his  life  In  bis  dngout  read- 
ing a  chapter  of  the  Bible,  just  before 
be  want  eat  to  naot  bis  death  In  the 
front  line  Iqr  a  snii>er'a  bnllet.
